It is a suggestive fact that, while the “anti-imperial- 
ists” have in the United States protested that we are 
treating the Filipinos with needless severity, the general 
opinion of foreigners who have studied the situation in 
the Philippines is that our policy wth respect to the isl- 
anders is moderate even to the point of danger. An ex- 
ample of this opinion appears in an anonymous article in 
the current number of Blackwood’s Magazine, in which 
the author, obviously a traveller with keen powers of ob- 
servation, bluntly asserts that the American policy in 
the archipelago is entirely too benevolent. He de- 
clares that we have utterly underestimated the task 
before us, that we have credited the Filipinos with vir- 
tues which they do not possess, and that with our lack 
of experience in colonizing we are in danger of defeating 
our own purposes by undertaking to accomplish in a 
few years a work like that which it has taken other 
countries generations to perform. The writer of the 
article under review is clearly desirous of the success 
of the American enterprise in the archipelago, yet he is 
doubtful, and holds that unless the United States Gov- 
ernment adopts a more rigorous policy our entire admin- 
istrative system in the archipelago will go to smash and be 
succeeded by one embodying the principles of the British 
crown colony system or “the Philippines will be suffered 
to pass into the keeping of some other power hungry for 
empire beyond the seas; and if the United States is in- 
different on the subject of her successor, provided that a 
sufficient price is forthcoming, it calls for no great 
penetration to foresee that Germany might be very will- 
ing to be that power.” This view of the situation 
doubtless prevails in all or nearly all the colonizing na- 
tions of Europe, but it is from the British alone that we 
have it frankly expressed by way of friendly suggestion. 
The important point is that students of colonizing enter- 
prise are agreed that the Philippines will for a long time 
at least bear the status of colonial territory. Self rule 
for them is impossible and will be for generations. If 
the United States cannot govern them some one of the 
European powers will. The thing to do therefore is to 
study the methods of other nations which have succeeded 
as colonizers, pattern our policies after the best of theirs 
and profit by their experiences to the end that the Fili- 
pinos may learn that their highest interests require the 
maintenance of American sovereignty over their terri- 
tory.

As against the vulgar abuse which has been heaped 
upon Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U.S.A., retired, by the 
reckless slanderers of the Army here in the United States, 
it is gratifying to place the estimate of a disinterested 
foreigner, Capt. Henry Harford, for twenty years an 
officer of the British Army and at present British Consul 
at Manila. Captain Harford, who is now in the United 
States en route to England, declares that the Filipinos 
are incapable of self-government and describes them as 
treacherous and, with the exception of a small minority, 
ignorant and but little removed from savagery. A tem- 
porizing policy in Samar, he holds, would have been a 
dreadful mistake. Continuing, the captain says: “I am 
not personally acquainted with General Smith, but I 
have the utmost sympathy for him as a soldier. I do not 
wish to be understood as in any way criticising the official 
action in General Smith’s case, but he had a very difficult 
task in Samar and he performed it well. It is hard for 
you people over here fully to understand and realize the 
difficulties to be coped with in the Philippines. You 
should give your Army every credit for what it has done 
over there. The Filipinos must be subjugated. You 
must teach the little devils to respect you. I think your 
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officers have conducted the war as humanely and gallantly 
as any people in the world could have done.” This is 
straightforward testimony from a military officer who 
knows what the Army in the Philippines did and how it 
did it. But Captain Harford had better look out. The 
first thing he knows the narrow-chested “anti-imperial- 
ists” will all be denouncing his utterances as another 
outrageous manifestation of “British insolence.”

While the Secretary of the Navy is not indifferent 
to the demand of the Cuban Government for the removal 
of some 4,000 tons of coal which the naval authorities, 
with the full assent of Cuban officials, recently stored 
at Triscornia, across the bay from Havana, he evidently 
does not regard the matter as one requiring haste. And 
in that view he is undoubtedly correct. . The coal, we re- 
peat, was stored at Triscornia with the approval of the 
Cuban authorities. Its presence involves no menace to 
Cuban institutions, and the curt demand for its removal 
is inconsiderate if not positively ungrateful. The coal 
is stored on land leased to the Navy Department with 
an option for its purchase, and that lease is made valid 
by the Platt amendment to the Cuban constitution which 
authorizes the United States to: acquire sites for naval 
coaling stations on the Cuban coast. The pretense that 
the coaling station at Triscornia is a menace to Cuban 
interests is absurd. It would be quite as reasonable to 
say that the great floating dock in Havana harbor which 
the United States purchased from Spain and on which 
300 Cuban mechanics are now making repairs, was a 
peril to Cuba and should be removed along with the coal. 
The United States Navy maintains a fine coaling station 
at Yokohama, yet Japan never intimates that she con- 
siders it prejudicial to her interests. The Cuban protest 
against the station at Triscornia is evidently inspired 
entirely by politics, and by mighty bad politics at that. 
It is animated by the same rash judgment that has led 
the Cuban authorities to set up a provisional government 
in the Isle of Pines. That island was ceded by Spain to 
the United States, and ic is expressly provided by the 
Platt amendment to the Cuban constitution that the 
sovereignty of the Isle of Pines shall be adjusted by 
negotiations between the United States and the Republic 
of Cuba. In establishing a provisional government in 
that island, and in demanding the abandonment of the 
United States naval coaling station at Triscornia after 
consenting to its presence there, the Cuban Republic 
manifests a disregard of her international obligations 
which is somewhat disquieting. 

“To increase the soldier’s interest in the Service, and 
benefit his health and to increase his strength, activity 
and skill in the use of his weapons,” writes an Army 
officer, “I would recommend that when men are sent to 
target competitions, each troop commander be ordered 
to send in addition to his target competitor, the soldier 
who is the most skillful in his troop in the use of the 
saber. Also, that the infantry captains send their men 
who are the most skillful fencing with the musket and 
bayonet, that at the competition there be held single com- 
bats, mounted, saber against saber and saber against 
infantry men with musket and bayonet, that prizes be 
given and an interest in these exercises excited as now 
exists in target practice. We are now supplied with iron 
masks, wooden swords, padded gloves, etc., but to induce 
all soldiers to exercise with them will require some pres- 
sure from the department headquarters and the War 
Department. In all competitions for prizes, officers 
should compete only with officers, enlisted men should 
compete only with enlisted men. The soldier is apt to 
think it unjust to him for the officer to compete with 
him, as the soldier has only five years to practise, and in 
target practice a limited supply of ammunition, while 
the officer has many more years to practise and in target 
practice can have an unlimited supply of ammunition. 
It is recommended that the months most suitable for 
outside exercise at each post ba designated as drill months 
(this would, of course, vary with different posts as it 
would depend upon climate), and during those months 
prohibit leaves and furloughs. Designate the other 
months in which, on account of weather, no out-door 
drills can be had as ‘leave’ months, and during the leave 
months allow the majority of officers and men to go on 
leave and furlough, retaining at the post only a few men 
as watchmen and a few officers. Require all recruits 
needed at post to arrive at it during the first two weeks 
of the drill period, so that the drills can be progressive 
and interesting; squad, squadron and regimental, to be 
followed by target practice, then signal drill and prac- 
tice marches. The soldier’s instructions ends with troop 
drill. The squadron drill and the regimental drill are 
only for the instruction of the officers, and it is useless 
to have them unless officers are present.”

Another illustration of the strict regard which our 
military representatives in the Philippines have paid to 
the civil authority wherever it was established appears 
in Major General Chaffee’s review of the proceedings in 
the court-martial of Capt. Frederick S. Wild, 13th Inf. 
While Captain Wild’s command was stationed at Lin- 
gayen, Island of Luzon, two of his enlisted men were 
attacked and wounded by bolomen while attending a cock- 
fight. Shortly afterward the cockpit was destroyed by 
fire, and it was reported that the flames were started by 
the fellow-soldiers of the wounded men as a measure of 
revenge. Finally Captain Wild was charged with con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order and military disci- 
pline, the specifications being that he had failed to keep 
a proper guard over the cockpit and that he had dis- 





couraged a thorough investigation of the accusations 
preferred against the soldiers of his command by the 
civil authorities. A court-martial found him guilty on 
one specification and sentenced him to be reprimanded. 
The reviewing authority, General Chaffee, in approving 
of the sentence, says: “Captain Wild’s conduct is but 
mildly punished by reprimand. It is destructive of the 
very foundations of discipline, and, when considered in 
connection with the importance of the duty which de- 
volved upon him, is in the highest degree reprehensible.” 
General Chaffee’s action is in exact accord with the pol- 
icy he has followed ever since he assumed command in 
the islands, He has invariably held his subordinate 
officers to the strictest accountability for their acts and 
the acts of their men. He has insisted upon their earnest 
co-operation with the civil authorities upon all occa- 
sions, and since the military administration came to an 
end a few weeks ago he has repeatedly reminded the 
troops that the civil government must be obeyed and 
upheld to the utmost limit of their power. Yet General 
Chaffee has within recent months been branded as a 
“despot” and “usurper” by certain more or less distin- 
guished Senators of the United States! 





It is evident from the responses already received from 
the Governors of States who were invited to send regi- 
ments of the National Guard to Fort Riley to participate 
with Regular troops in the forthcoming maneuvers, that 
very few State troops will be present. All of the New 
England States have declined the invitation except Mas- 
sachusetts and so have New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Alabama, Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, In- 
diana, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Missouri, Michi- 
gan, North Dakota, South Dakota, Washington, and the 
Territories of Arizona and New Mexico. Several States, 
however, including New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, will be represented by officers of the National 
Guard, and it is thought that by another year some of 
the States will be able to send regiments. The difficulties 
in the way of sending large bodies of State troops to the 
Fort Riley maneuvers this year are numerous. First 
is the fact that no State has funds available for that pur- 
pose; next is the fact that it would be virtually impossi- 
ble to find a regiment of the National Guard in any State 
whose members could afford the time and expense which 
the experience would require, and third is the fact 
many States have arranged summer encampments of their 
own which cannot be dispensed with. If it were prac- 
ticable, the participation of large bodies of the National 
Guard with the Regular troops in the annual maneuvers 
at Fort Riley would be of almost incalculable value in 
the development of an efficient militia service, but there 
are serious obstacles to be overcome before it can be 
made operative. If two or three States or even one can 
be induced to send regiments to next year’s maneuvers 
the way may be opened for co-operation on a larger scale 
in the years to follow, and that is as much as can be 
hoped for under existing conditions.

In cases involving summary proceeding an old 
officer of the Army suggests that, when the accused 
pleads guilty and there is no trial, the proceeding should 
be called a “summary punishment” instead of a summary 
court. “In instances where a soldier pleads guilty,” our 
correspondent continues, “the proceedings should be all 
verbal and no record should be made of it, except the 
date and class of offense in the prisoner’s troop charac- 
ter book. No reports should be required except where 
the prisoner pleads ‘Not guilty,’ and this would make our 
Service, as I understand it, conform to the regulations 
of foreign armies, and cadet regulations of West Point. 
The commanding officer of the company to which the 
offender belongs should be consulted with reference to 
each punishment awarded offenders under his command, 
as he is supposed to be responsible for the discipline, 
and is supposed to know the peculiarities of his own men. 
Summary punishments should be carried out during the 
ordinary hours of recreation, otherwise the offender’s 
usual work is unjustly thrown upon the well-behaved 
men of his company. Garrison courts-martial should 
have the power to give three times the punishment allowed 
to the summary court for the same offense. Offenders 
generally appeal to a garrison court simply to delay 
punishment and not because they are not guilty. Dis- 
satisfied soldiers should be allowed to leave the Service, 
but in ‘order to prevent a soldier applying for his dis- 
charge on account of caprice or a sudden fit of anger, 
he should be required to make two applications with an 
interval of thirty days between ‘said applications in order 
to give him time to reconsider. If he fails to make the 
second application, the first should not be considered.”

The old, old controversy between the Navy Department 
and the Coast and Geodetic Survey is likely to crop out 
again during the next session of Congress, and this time 
with a definite argument in favor of the hydrographic of- 
fice of the Navy Department to back the contention that 
the surveys of the Coast Survey are not reliable. It 
seems that Admiral Higginson has expressed unwilling- 
ness to trust the charts furnished by the superintendent of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey for the maneuvers soon to 
be undertaken by the fleet in his command, and various 
devices have been suggested for compensating for the lack 
of reliability charged against these charts. It is expected 
that at the next session of Congress another effort will be 
made to obtain legislation which will place the surveys of 
American dependencies in the hands of the Navy De- 
partmént, leaving the continental coasts to the Coast and 
Geodetic Surveyors. 
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Following closely upon the report of a royal 
sion alleging gross abuses and defects in the s 
training officers for the British army, comes a 
which strongly supports the charges contained in 
document. It appears that Lieutenant Gregson who re- 
cently joined the Second Life Guards at Windsor Bar- 
racks, presumably provoked the displeasure of his fellow 
officers by devoting very little time to their sports and 
a great deal to studying the needs of the enlisted men of 
his command. He aggravated his officers still further by 
his studious habits and his serious effort to fit himself 
for the duties of his profession. Several other officers of 
the regiment showed their displeasure with this sort of 
conduct a few evenings ago by entering his rooms, tear- 
ing his curtains and rugs to shreds, wrecking his furni- 
ture and destroying his books, after which they dragged 
him around the gravel court yard of the barracks and 
ducked him in a water trough. That this sort of out- 
rage should be possible in a regiment of which King Ed- 
ward is honorary colonel and whose officers include the 
Earl of Wicklow and the Earl of Langford, is an illus- 
tration of the almost unconceivable extent to which 
aristocratic and social influence have demoralized the 
British army, Lieutenant Gregson’s father, Major 
Gregson, is a personal friend of General Kitchener, and 
it is announced that he will insist upon a searching in- 
vestigation of the whole affair. In that demand he will 
be upheld by every self-respecting officer of the army. 
The most serious count in the report of the royal com- 
mission to which we have alluded was that the officers 
of the British Army did all they could to discourage 
study, that they sacrificed everything to sports and that 
the officer who dared to dispute the social influences 
which dominate what is known as the fashionable 
regiments would find his road a hard one to travel. The 
Gregson case indicates that the charges made by the 
commission are well grounded. To this affair must be 
added the recent disclosure of disquieting conditions in 
the Military College at Sandhurst, where twenty-nine ca- 
dets were rusticated for refusing to reveal the identity 
of some of their number who were suspected of incendi- 
arism. These events go far to sustain the declaration 
ef the royal commission that the present system of 
training officers for the British army is grossly inade- 
quate, and if continued, may imperil the military pres- 
tige of the empire,

At the camp of the Texas Volunteer Guard, at Camp 
Mobray, Austin, from July 20 to 26, some 3,000 troops 
were present, including a squadron of the 12th U.S. Cav- 
alry, in command of Major Hare. Governor Sayers ar- 
rived at the camp July 26, being met and escorted by 
Troop B., 12th Cavalry, U.S.A., in command of Lieut. 
A. N. Pickel. In the afternoon there was a review of 
the troops by the Gevernor, Major General Stay, being 
in command of the division. Rainy weather interfered 
sadly with the encampment, there having been 
only one fair day during the encampment. Offi- 
cers’ schools were held during the week, Major Hare and 
Lieut. Cootes, U.S.A., and other officers giving interest- 
ing and instructive lectures. Target practice was also 
held as part of the routine work. Wxhibition drill given 
by the U.S. Cavalry troops, was greatly admired. A 
serious accident befell Private F. Meyer, of Troop C, 
12th U.S. Cavalry, on July 25. Meyer was run over by 
a runa vay cavalry horse while sleeping under a tree in 
front of his tent, the horse trampling him underfoot, 
fracturing his skull and lacerating his arms and breast. 
He remained unconscious for some time.. Trephining was 
resorted to to save his life, and he may recover. The 
horse inflicting the injuries belonged to one of the State 
cavalrymen and was far from being trained. Another 
serious acident occurred the same day to Trooper Alder- 
man, U.S.A. It occurred while the troop was practis- 
ing a hurdle drill. The horse ridden by Alderman 
slipped and fell before a hurdle, his rider being caught 
beneath and his arm broken.

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A press despatch reports that Thomas O’Rourke, said 
to be of D Troop, 8th U.S. Cav., a former Dublin 
man who has returned to his home on_ furlough, is 
creating great excitement in the Irish city wherever he 
appears in his uniform of a United States cavalryman, 
Crowds follow him, receptions are given in his honor and 
every one is eager to be presented to him, as he is the first 
American soldier in uniform ever seen in Ireland. Had 
it not been for his uncommon level-headedness his visit 
to Dublin might have resulted in an “international inci- 
dent.” As a protest to the presence of what the Nation- 
alists describe as the “English garrison” in Ireland it 
was proposed to invite the trooper to a dinner at the 
Mansion House, the seat of the city government, at which 
the Lord Mayor would preside but the invitation was de- 
clined, the soldier declaring that he could not lend his 
presence at any function—no matter how much he appre- 
ciated the hospitality of his native city—that would pos- 
sess the slightest political complexion.

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Major George McC. Derby, Engineer Corps, U.S.A., 
lias made a report to the War Department coneerning 
the levees at New Orleans which is positively alarming. 
He states that for miles in the neighborhood of that city 
the levees are constructed on the very edge of the river 
banks, and that back of them are probably 200,000 per- 
sons living on low lands in one story frame buildings, 





.so that a sudden break in the levee line in time of high 


water would in all likelihood result in an appalling loss 


of life and property. The trouble with the project of 
water front protection in the neighborhood of New Or- 
leans is that the skilful and substantial work constructed 
by competent engineers, like Major Derby, under the di- 
rection of the War Department, is constantly endangered 
and its value impaired by the unsafe and unskilful work 
constructed by the municipal and State authorities. In- 
stead of building levees on the edge of the river banks, 
Major Derby holds that they shouid be built at least 200 
feet away, otherwise there is constant danger of under- 
washing and consequent disaster. In view of the enor- 
mous sums of money which have been spent by the Na- 
tional Government in repairing and protecting the water 
front at New Orleans, the work constructed by the local 
authorities should be required to conform to the plans 
approved by the trained engineer officers of the Army. 
It looks, however, as though nothing short of a frightful 
disaster would bring about this important and much- 
needed change of program. 








The application of the Naval Militia of the District of 
Columbia, for the detail of the U.S.S. Miantonomah, for 
drill purposes bids fair to bring the question of drilling 
facilities for the Naval Militia of the country before the 
Secretary of the Navy for a determination as to what 
should be done in the premises. It is manifest that good 
results cannot be obtained with obsolete guns and vessels, 
and it is hinted that a determined effort will be made to 
secure the detail of several men-of-war which at present 
are laid up in ordinary. It is asserted with truth that a 
vessel will wear out faster laid up in ordinary than she 
will while commissioned for service, and it is held to be 
the best policy for the Navy Department to maintain its 
ships in first class condition in commission rather than 
to have them rust out in innocuous desuetude. 
There is also to be considered the usefulness of such a 
vessel as a protection in case of emergency. It is al- 
ways the unexpected that happens, and the occasion might 
arise when the presence of a powerful vessel at the doors 
of the capital might avert a disaster from which no ex- 
penditure of martial force would suffice to extricate us. 
Here lies an opportunity for the instruction and drill of 
the Naval Militia of the several States and at the same 
time for the Government to gain possession of a ship 
fully equipped for service with the minimum of time and 
effort.

The French Service papers, the United Service Gazette 
says, are jubilant over a remarkable performance of the 
battleship Gaulois, which has recently made a passage 
to America and back, as representing France at the fétes 
connected with the inauguration of the statue of Rocham- 
beau. The Gaulois is a vessel of 11,200 tons, heavily 
plated and armed, with engines working up to 14,500 
horse power, and is more than four years old. After 
coaling at the Azores, she crossed the Atlantic at 14 
knots, and was met at the entrance of Chesapeake Bay by 
an Atlantic squadron under Admiral Higginson. ‘What 
speed would you prefer?” asked the American admiral. 
“Whatever you please,” replied Admiral Fournier, and 
off went the Gaulois at 18 knots. But she soon had to 
take off a knot or two in deference to an American signal 
that their cruisers could not go the pace. On the return 
voyage it is recorded that “without a halt, without giving 
any attention to tne machinery, the Gaulois returned 
from Boston to Lisbon at a mean speed of 14.7 knots, 
and from Gibraltar to Toulon at 15 knots.” And it is 
noted also that this passage was made with inferior 
American coal, and in a heavy sea. “Never in this 
world,” says Le Yacht, “has a battleship kept up such a 
rate of speed for nine consecutive days.”

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Mare Island, Cal., has a very gifted choir composed 
of Navy officers and members of their families. A 
most enjoyable evening of song, was given on July 10 
in St. Peter’s chapel. Among the interesting numbers 
on the program was that magnificent anthem, “Jubi- 
late Deo,” rendered by the following powerful choir:

They rendered Ludwig Spohr’s exquisite compusi- 
tion, “The Inspired Song,” in perfect harmory and with 
good effect: Chaplain A. A. McAllister, U.S.N., comes in 
for much praise for arranging these delightful “Services 
of Song,” which are so much appreciated by the sailors, 
and by the residents of the navy vard. 





The contract for raising the sunken Spanish ships in 
Manila harbor has been awarded to the Philippine Engi- 
neering and Construction Company of Manila. There 
are ten of these wrecks, sunk by the guns of Dewey’s 
fleet on the 1st of May, 1898, and their removal will be 
of great and lasting benefit to the harbor. The work 
will be done under the supervision of the Navy Depart- 
ment, but the contractors will receive nothing from the 
Government for the work of removal, their profits being 
derived from the value of the sunken vessels as junk. 
This is the beginning of the complete rehabilitation of the 
splendid harbor of Manila which for many years was the 
envy of the whole world. Through the lack of care and 
the slow silting up of the harbor Manila has been for a 
great many years at the mercy of the companies owning 


lighters or “cascos” as they are called there, and this 
move on the part of our Government bids fair to restore 
to the Philippines the most commodious and safest harbor 
in the whole East. There are ten ships awaiting the 
operations of the Philippine Engineering and Construc- 
tion Company.

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It is intimated that the “meritorious service” medals 
to be issued to the officers and men of the Navy who 
performed deserving work in the West Indian campaign 
of 1898 will be awarded to those who helped to rescue 
the officers and men of the defeated ships of the Span- 
iards in the battle off Santiago, and it is sincerely to be 
hoped that such may be the fact. The story of the rescue 
of those who escaped from the beaten squadron consti- 
tutes one of the noblest chapters in the history of the 
war. The officers and men who leaped or were blown into 
the water from the Spanish vessels shouted warnings 
to their rescuers not to approach lest they should be 
killed by exploding magazines, but the Americans paid 
no heed and stuck to the work with the result that dozens 
of the unfortunates were saved who would have perished 
had it not been for that courageous assistance. The 
conduct of the rescuers constitutes meritorious service in 
the highest sense of the term, and every officer and man 
who performed it should receive the medal.

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Berlin despatches announce that the Krupps will 
not exhibit at the St. Louis Exposition, the reason being 
the refusal of the United States to buy the big gun 
which the firm exhibited at the Chicago Exposition of 
1893. The failure of the Krupps to send an exhibit 
to St. Louis would be sincerely regretted, but it is difficult 
to believe that they would stand aloof for any reason 
as trivial as the one suggested. The gun they sent to 
Chicago was specially constructed for the Columbian 
Exposition, but the United States Government was under 
no obligation to buy it. The gun was of no practical 
value and is lying among the rejected pieces in the yards 
of the makers. It was an excellent gun not to buy. If 
the Krupps are resolved not to exhibit at St. Louis it is 
strictly their own affair, but we are unwilling’to believe 
that their decision is prompted by the refusal of our 
Government to purchase a gun which it did not order 
and which is of little or no actual value for military 
purposes.

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Capt. John R. M. Taylor, 14th Inf., now attached to 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, 
has been detailed to write the military history of the 
United States for the last six years, including an account 
of the Cuban insurrection of 1896, and we do not doubt 
that his work will form an extremely valuable addition 
to our national annals. Captain Taylor is peculiarly 
fitted for the task before him, having already made ex- 
tensive translations, for the Government, of Spanish and 
Filipino documents which have come into its possession 
in the course of military operations. He is now engaged 
in collecting data, and when this is finished, which will 
be several months hence, the work of compilation will 
begin under a system which is designed to secure accu- 
racy, throughness and proportion. Considering Captain 
Taylor’s experience and attainments, his assignment to 
this task is altogether admirable.

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There could be no finer illustration of the manly qual- 
itv of the American soldiers serving in the Philippines 
than the self-sacrificing spirit in which they have faced 
the perils of the cholera epidemic now raging in Ma- 
nila and elsewhere in the islands. Many of our men 
have been stricken with the disease, and in almost 
every instance they have been tenderly nursed through 
it all by their comrades in arms. Two enlisted men 
of the Hospital Corps, Joseph M. Eism.n and Leonard 
B. Stevenson, who recently volunteered to nurse their 
stricken comrades, have died of the pestilence while en- 
gaged in that heroic task, and Capt. Joseph P. O'Neil. 
25th U.S. Inf., in an order announcing the fact, 
properly describes their sacrifice as a noble example 
of devotion to duty and humanity. Among the heroes 
of the Philippine campaign there are none more worthy 
of their country’s gratitude than those who give up 
their own lives in caring for their helpless companions.

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A number of historically valuable Confederate war 
records are reported to have been discovered recently at 
Jackson, Miss., in a secret hiding place in a Masonic 
lodge room, where they had been placed for safety 
when the Federal troops invaded Jackson and the seat of 
government was removed to Macon. The records are said 
to contain information and data in the history of the 
State impossible to glean from any other source. They 
are, the Atlanta Constitution reports, in the hands of 
Director Rowland, of the State department of archives 
and history.

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A summary of enlistments for the line of the Army, . 
during June, 1902, as shown by the records of July 19, 
are as follows: 

Enlistment for general recruiting service, 2,915; en- 
listments in cities, 1,707; enlistments at military posts 
and surrounding towns and in the field, 1,208; total, 
2,915. New York city (including Manhattan and 
Brooklyn) with 160 enlistments held the record, with 
San Francisco, Cal., second with 95 enlisted. Of the 
applicants for enlistment at cities, 6,780 were re- 


jected. ‘<a 
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The action of the Secretary of War in his assignment 
of Brig. Gen. William H. Carter to act as adjutant 
general of the Army during the absence from Wash- 
ington of Adjutant General Corbin has raised a ques- 
tion of authority. It has for a long time been the 
practice to assign as chief of a bureau or department, 
during the absence of the head of the department, an 
officer regularly holding rank in the department. Thus, 
during the absence of General Corbin in the Philippines, 
Col. Thomas Ward acted as adjutant general. Section 
178, Rev. Stat., provides that “In the case of the death, 
resignation, absence, or sickness of the chief of any 
bureau, or of any officer thereof whose appointment is 
not vested in the head of the department, the assistant 
or deputy of such chief or of such officer, or if there 
be none, then the chief clerk of such bureau, shall, 
unless otherwise directed by the President as provided 
by Section 179, perform the duties of such chief or of 
such officer until a successor is appointed or such ab- 
sence or sickness shall cease.” Section 177 reads as 
follows: “In case of the death, resignation, absence, 
or sickness of the head of any department, the first 
or sole assistant thereof shall, unless otherwise directed 
by the President, as provided by Section 179, perform 
the duties of such head until a successor is appointed 
such absence or sickness shall cease.” Section 179, 
to which these two sections refer, reads as follows: 
‘In any of the cases mentioned in the two preceding 
sections, except the death, resignation, absence, or 
sickness of the Attorney General, the President may, 
in his discretion, authorize and direct the head of any 
other department or any other officer in either depart- 
ment, whose appointment is vested in the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
perform the duties of the vacant office until a successor 
is appointed, or the sickness or absence of the incumbent 
shall cease.” The order assigning General Carter to 
be adjutant general was promulgated by the Secretary 
of War on July 22 and reads as follows: Brig. Gen. 
William H. Carter is detailed to act as adjutant gen- 
eral of the Army during .any absence of the adjutant 
general from July 22 to Nov. 1, 1902.” The Secretary 
is not even authorized by the act of Feb. 2 to detail 
an officer of the line to act as a chief of the staff corps 
or department during the temporary absence of its 
chief. The question therefore arises as to the authority 
ot law under which this unusual assignment was made.

As foreshadowed in these columns last week, the poli- 
tical disturbances in Hayti have become acute, and may 
at any time require the interposition of the authority of 
the United States. The U.S.S. Machias, Commander 
Henry McCrea, U.S.N., commanding, arrived at Cape 
Haytien on July 28, and found the port under mob rule. 
Admiral Killick, commanding a Haytian warship, has 
threatened to bombard the port, but Commander McCrea 
forbade him. Killick has been declared a pirate by the 
provisionai government, and is so enraged that but for the 
presence of the Machias at Cape Haytien, he would prob- 
ably have attacked the port. Commander McCrea re- 
ported to the Navy Department under date of July 29 as 
follows: “Affairs are very disturbed at Cape Haytien 
Unorganized mob in the city; foreign consuls have been 
threatened. Will give protection on board. I will pre- 
vent bombardment without due notice.” American and 
other interests at Cape Haytien are very large, and an 
American naval commander is virtually pledged to pro- 
tect them and the lives of all foreign residents in time of 
danger. There could be no better officer for that duty 
than Commander McCrea. He is thoroughly familiar 
with the situation and has had wide experience in dealing 
with similar conditions—notably at Colon a few months 
ago, where his work was characterized by such tact, 
firmness and efficiency that he received a special letter 
of commendation from the Secretary of the Navy. It is 
significant of the confidence which the Government places 
in his judgment and watchfulness that he has been vested 
with the widest discretionary authority. the Navy De- 
partment wisely concluding that he is best situated to de- 
cide what the emergency requires and how it should be 
met.

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Speaking of the results obtained with the new Army 
explosive “D” in conjunction with the time fuse in 
armor-piercing projectiles, Rear Admiral Charles O’Neil, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, U.S.N., expresses the 
highest gratification with what the Army has accom- 
plished. He holds that no battleship in the world has ar- 
mor thick enough to withstand the effect of the perfected 
projectile fired from an Army 12-inch rifle. It becomes 
incumbent upon ordnance experts the world over to 
try to invent a face-hardening process superior to that 
now acknowledged to be the best. Each of the new 
16,000 ton battleships authorized by the present Naval 
Appropriation Act will carry 3,900 tons of armor, 
exceeding by more than 1,000 tons the armor weight 
carried by any other vessel of their general class. To 
increase this weight by adding an inch to the thickness 
of the armor would seriously affect the vessel’s general 
efficiency. The results achieved with the new explosive 
and the time fuse in armor-piercing shells are thus 
described by Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ord- 
nance, U.S.A.: “The development of a detonating 
fuse which is capable of being fired with safety from 
high-power guns, with full charges, which is sufficiently 
powerful to cause the realization of the full force of 
the explosion; which, set in action by the impact of 


the projectile, produces detonation after sufficient delay 
to insure penetration and the greatest destructive effect, 
both upon and behind the plate.” 





There is a rising tide of interest and suppressed ex- 
citement in Army and Navy circles concerning the forth- 
coming joint maneuvers on the North Atlantic coast, 
and the energies of both Services are centered in prepara- 
tion for the projected game of war. The air fairly reeks 
with prophecies of what is going to happen. Plans of 
campaign are more numerous than musquitoes, and every- 
body, except those who really know and won’t say a word, 
can tell you just how the Army is going to swat the Navy 
and how the Navy is going to make the Army look like 
the sum total of twenty-five cents and a nickel. Hach of 
our esteemed daily contemporaries has a strategy board in 
its editorial rooms who have figured the whole thing out 
in advance, and the man who can’t find among all the 
guesses one to suit his own theories is a mighty hard 
person to please. Meanwhile, those of us who really 
don’t know it all, and are frank enough to say so, must 
possess our souls in peace. The maneuvers will maneuver, 
all right, and when the affair is all over we shall see 
that the foresight of the amateur strategists was con- 
siderably less acute than their hindsight. For the pres- 
ent let the watchword be: Go it, Army! Go it, Navy! 
And may the best Service win. It’s all in the family 
anyhow.

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Were it not for the fact that the story is an old one to 
every artillery officer in the Army, the announcement made 
in the daily press this week to the effect that Army ord- 
nance officers have discovered a new fuse which will not 
be detonated until the point of the shell has passed far 
into the armor plate, it would be most interesting. As a 
matter of fact, however, this fuse is well known to ord- 
nance and artillery officers of the Army, having been test- 
ed at Sandy Hook last November in competition with the 
Gathmann gun. If the Army has discovered a new high 
explosive which will revolutionize modern warfare and 
have a far-reaching effect upon the design of future ships 
of the line nothing is known of the matter at the War 
Department. Without doubt the new fuse of which we 
have often spoken is a great invention and an im- 
provement upon any thing of the kind known to ordnance 
experts. This fuse may operate to place the balance of 
power with the projectile in the long standing dispute of 
the projectile versus armor plate, and it is certainly true 
that the Army is experimenting with a great many high 
explosives. According to our information, however, sat- 
isfaction in the way of a high explosive has not yet been 
completely attained. 








Whatever may have been done by others in Marti- 
nique, Chaplain Joseph F, MacGrail, U.S.N., of the 
Dixie, is entitled to credit for his foresight in having 
secured two documents of unique historic value. The 
first is a copy of a letter from the Very Rev. G. Parel, 
Vicar-General of Martinique, to the absent bishop of the 
island, written in the form of a journal from May 2-21, 
and giving a graphic record of the disaster—in fact, 
of both’ eruptions (May 8 and 20). The second docu- 
ment, or rather, series of documents, is taken from the 
file of the afternoon newspaper of St. Pierre, Les 
Colonies, comprising the numbers for the week previous 
to the disaster. These were secured with considerable 
difficulty by the chaplain from various shopkeepers and 
others. No full translation of these important documents 
has heretofore appeared. On the return trip of the 
Dixie Chaplain MacGrail gave to the newspaper cor- 
respondents a hurried translation of some passages from 
his file, but the first complete translation appears in the 
August Century. 











Military riflemen will be interested to learn that by 
special action of the executive committees of the National 
Rifle Association and the New Jersey State Rifle Asso- 
ciation for the purpose of assisting, if possible, in per- 
fecting our national arm, and of giving an opportunity 
for a test as to the present rifling of the United States 
caliber .30 rifle compared with the best obtainable, the 
National Rifle Association and the New Jersey State 
Rifle Association will this year admit to their individual 
matches (except the President’s match) Service rifles 
that have been fitted with barrels by private makers, 
under the following restrictions: (a) The barrel must 
be capable of using the standard Government ammu- 
nition: (b) The competitor must accurately describe, 
in writing, the details wherein his barrel differs from the 
Government barrel; (c) No changes other than those 
in the character and pitch of rifling will be permitted, 
and all outside dimensions, sights and prevailing weights 
must be retained. 





Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, Chief of Bureau of 
Equipment, U.S.N., announces that unless a change is 
made in the program the Marconi patents will not figure 
in the Navy Department’s tests of the various systems 
of wireless telegraphy. He says it is generally admitted 
that Marconi has invented little if anything, and that 
even the coherer used in receiving messages was invented 
by Branly. In short, says Admiral Bradford, if Branly’s 
and Lodge’s inventions were eliminated from Marconi’s 
system, the latter would be practically worthless. One 
reason why Marconi’s system will not be taken up by the 
Navy Department is that Marconi refuses to sell instru- 
ments to the Government but demands a payment of 
$1,000 down on each set and a royalty of $500 per year 


during the life of his patents. The Navy Department 
has no authority to enter into such an arrangement. 
Owners of other systems are perfectly willing to sell 
instruments. 


The Naval Board of Awards has decided to recom- 
mend that only four meritorious service medals shal! 
be awarded to naval officers who served in the West 
Indian campaign in 1898. The recipients are Naval 
Constr. Richmond Pearson Hobson for the Merrimac 
exploit; Lieut. Henry P. Ward, for his conspicuous 
secret services in Spain and Porto Rico; Lieut. William 
P. Buck, who followed Admiral Camara’s squadron 
from the time it left Spain until it reached the Suez 
Canal, and Lieut. Victor Blue, who distinguished himself * 
by his scouting operations around Santiago before 
Shafter’s army arrived. The language of the law pro- 
viding for conferring these medals restricted awards 
to naval men who had served in the West Indian cam- 
paign, but the board decided that although Lieutenant 
Buck’s services were not in the West Indies, they had 
a bearing on the operations in that quarter, and that he 
was therefore entitled to a medal, 





Severa( officers of the Army who have recently been 
awarded medals of honor for highly distinguished ser- 
vices in the field have written to the War Department 
requesting some explanation of the desien on “Uncle 
Sam’s Medals of Honor.” In reply to these letters 
the War Department explains that the medal is de- 
scribed as a five-pointed star, tipped with trefoil, each 
point containing a crown of laurel and oak; in the 
middle, within a circle of thirty-four stars, America, 
personified as Minerva, stands with her left hand 
resiing on the fasces, while with her right, in which 
she holds a shield emblazoned with the American arms, 
she repulses Discord, represented with two snakes in 
each hand; the whole suspended by a trophy of two 
crossed cannons, balls and a sword surmounted by the 
American eagle.

The Acting Secretary of War this week acted upon the 
court-martial case of Cadet Alexander G. Pendleton, of 
the first class of the Military Academy, accused of having 
hazed a cadet of the fourth class. The War Department 
authorities refused to make public the recommendations 
of the court or the action of Colonel Sanger. Cadet 
Pendleton was appointed to the Military Academy from 
Arizona. and has a good record. The hazing took place 
while the cadets were in camp, and consisted of abusive 
language applied to a “plebe” in the latter’s tent. No 
physical violence is charged. Cadet Pendleton said he 
lost his temper and used language which he did not in- 
tend.

The Bureau of Steam Engineering of the Navy De- 
partment is continuing its most interesting and instruc- 
tive experiment with liquid fuel. It has been determined 
that oil fuel will be tried in a torpedo boat and for that 
purpose the Rodgers has been ordered to the Washington 
Navy Yard from Norfolk. The tests recently conducted 
at the Washington yard have been with low-pressure air 
for spraying purposes, and the most satisfactory results 
have been attained. It will be necessary, however, be- 
fore it will be possible to determine to what extent liquid 
fuel can be used in the Navy that many complex problems 
be solved. It is stated that if the contemplated experi- 
ments with the Rodgers are successful further experi- 
ments along the same line will be made. 








At the Bisley, England, rifie competition, a clergy- 
man who was entered in one of the medium range 
contests is reported to have astonished the competitors 
by lying hidden behind a fence and firing without ex- 
posing his head to look along his gun barrel. He made 
a score of 34 points out of a possible 35. The clergy- 
man had attached to his gun an invention of his own, 
called a hyposcope, which enabled him to sight his 
weapon by an arrangement of little mirrors in a verti- 
cal tube.

MAJOR GLENN’S DEFENSE. 


Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th U.S._Inf., who was re- 
cently convicted by court-martial at Manila of inflicting 
or permitting the infliction of the “water cure” upon 
inhabitants of the Philippines for the purpose of extract- 
ing information from them, made ‘a statement during 
his trial which is worthy of consideration. One charge 
against Major Glenn upon which special stress was laid 
was that he administered the alleged cruel treatment to 
The act was acknowledged 
by Major Glenn, who contended that it was the only 
means of procuring the information which he needed. 
“Practically every Presidente and all other officials gen. 
erally in the islands,” the major continued, “have been 
playing double. They have been Americans in the el 
ence of Americans, and at other times insurrectos. hey 
organized ana were the active members of secret societies, 
known as the Katipunan, etc., whose avowed objects 
were to advance the cause of ‘independencia’ in any and 
all ways, and under this high sounding phrase they have 
made use of every means forbidden to them by the laws 
of war. These men of peace have actually waged war 
by killing straggling American soldiers, and of this we 
had a striking example in the province of Lloilo, in which 
the three men killed were asassinated by order of the 
native priest of the town. They have made use of poison 
imgthe drinks sold to American soldiers. They have 
p@soned their arrows and the tips of their spears and 
bolos, together with the bamboo tips placed in the deadly 
traps that abounded on the trails. 

“They have hired assassins to kill those who were even 
suspected of being friendly to the Americans, and have 
likewise endeavored to have American officers assassin- 
ated. They openly sacrifice twenty natives for every 
American officer assassinated. They employed corps of 
assassins, who, under the name of Ducot, Mandoducot or 
Sandatahan, spread death and terror in their wake. 
Furthermore, they established a reign of terror so great 
that no man among them dared to give information of 
any kind, or to guide our troops. He who did so volun- 
tarily was a marked man, and by so doing forfeited 
his life and was killed in one of the usual modes, by being 
buried alive, or by being tortured in various ways too 
cruel to contemplate.” 

After explaining the circumstances leading up to the 
infliction of the “water cure,” Major Glenn concluded: 
“TI did no more than any other man with good sense 
would have done. I am convinced that my action re- 
sulted in hastening the termination of hostilities and 
directly resulted in saving human lives, and djrectly 
injured no one.” -

LESSONS OF THE BOER WAR. 
(From the New York Tribune.) 

The spectacular phase of modern warfare so bril- 
liantly presented to the public at Longchamps yester- 
day by the review of forty thousand men of the garri- 
son of Paris, when the marching and alignment of the 
infantry, the excellence of the horses and of the men of 
the cavalry, and, above all, the workmanlike precision 
of the French field artillery, which foreign critics do not 
hesitate to pronounce to be the best in Burope, has 
elicited highly instructive comment from _ technical 
observers, and has induced one of the foremost authori- 
ties on military subjects in France, General de Negrier, 
to express his opinion on the effects of the recent South 
African war upon the tactics and field evolutions of the 
great armies of Europe. 

General de Negrier states that military history teaches 
that long periods of peace have always been marked by 
distrust of new inventions and developments, and back- 
wardness in grasping and adopting conclusions of 
vital importance demonstrated by nations whose armies 
have had the the benefit of actual experience. General 
de Negrier, General de Galliffet, General Brugere, and, 
indeed, the leading military authorities in France, admit 
that, in spite of their administrative shortcomings, 
the British War Office and the British Admiralty have 
nevertheless accomplished the feat unprecedented in 
history of transporting a fully equipped army of two 
hundred thousand men across the sea and maintaining 
it for over two years on a field of operations six 
thousand miles from home. This achievement is now 
fully appreciated in Paris where the difficulties of trans- 
porting General Duchesne’s expedition to Madagascar 
and back again was performed with unsatisfactory 
results, and also in Berlin, where it is now admitted 
that there were many hitches and faults disclosed by 
the transportation of Field Marshal von Waldersee’s 
expedition to China and back. 

But it is the tactical lessons of the South African 
War that General de Negrier considers of vast import- 
ance. There are, according to General Negrier, eight 
axioms of tactical evolution that have become altogether 
obsolete, and must be erased from the books of in- 
struction. The South African War has proved the 
fallacy (1) of moving troops in column in the fire zone 
of the enemy, (2) of the attack in front, (8) of all 
movements of cavalry in masses, (4) of the present 
system of reconnoissance, even when performed by 
small groups of cavalrymen, (5) of artillery shell fire 
upon sheltered or concealed positions, (6) of the classical 
artillery duel hitherto considered as the necessary con- 
dition precedent to all battles, (7) of infantrymen firing 
in any other position than that of concealment or lying 
flat, and (8) of the concentration and massing of ar- 
tillery batteries. 

General de Negrier lays great stress upon the moral 
tension that soldiers are now subjected to, owing to 
the new condition of smokeless powder, and rapid and 
comparatively noiseless fire. The soldier who cannot 
see his enemy is inclined to believe the enemy omni- 
present, and this nervous uncertainty caused by an in- 
visible foe is the severest test that a human being can 
be subjected to, and to this General de Negrier attrib- 
utes the moral depression which rendered the British 
infantrymen immovable for nearly two days at Magers- 
fontein, Colenso and Paardeberg, when over a thousand 
yards distant from the Boers. 

Smokeless powder has made the skirmish line the 
culminating issue of the battle, wherein each individual 
unit has its value, and this General de Negrier affirms 
will give the intelligence and good marksmanship of 
the active little French infantryman great advantage 
over his more cumbersome Puropean competitors. 

Another tradition of the old school—the wild enthu- 
siasm and mutual intoxication during charges and front 
attacks in mass, which used to give such élan and im- 
petuosity to the armies of Napoleon—has_ vanished. 
In the old days the soldier who stood awaiting the order 
to attack looked forward eagerly to the charge which 
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would relieve him from the nervous tension of expecta- 
‘ion. But nowadays it is one long period of nervous 
tension from beginning to end. nsequently, the 
moral education of the soldier of the future is of 
supreme importance. His military education should 
now begin in childhood. “It should be im ed, almost 
ip the eradle, by the mother to every male infant. 

In short, tue conclusions of General de Negrier 
are that tae individual qualities of the soldier are of 
far greater importance now than ever before, and that 
the fighting strength of nations is not so much in the 
great number of men under arms as in the moral and 
physical qualities of the individual, backed up by ability 
to hit a bullseye at a thousand yards Gatemte. a

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Among the records of courts-martial in the Philippines 
received at the War Department is one of a case touch- 
ing the institution of slavery among the Moros of Minda- 
nao. A native named Manupad was charged with being 
one of a party of three which hacked and cut to death 
another mative named Sulo near Burang, south of Ta- 
montaca, Mindanao. After murdering Sulo the three 
natives carried away the dead man’s wife, son and daugh- 
ter, and sold them as slaves. Manupad was sentenced 
to confinement at hard labor for life. 

Conditions in the Island of Samar are far from satis- 
factory. The appointment of Senor Lorente, a resident 
of Cebu, as Governor, instead of Guevarra, the popular 
favorite, has excited great resentment. Guevarra suc- 
ceded General Lukban as insurgent commander in Sa- 
mar, and after the restoration of peace he was u for 
the governorship by his former followers. The Philip- 
pine civil commissioner, however, gave the place to 
Lorente, and widespread dissatisfaction is the result. 
Further disorder is threatened. 

In response to a note from the Secretary of War re- 
ferring to the President’s proclamation of amnesty and its 
bearing upon the Filipino prisoners now detained in the 
Island of Guam, the Secretary of the Navy states that the 
governor of Guam will be notified of the President’s 
proclamation and the prisoners released to any War Der 
partment transport authorized to return them to the 
Philippines. One of the Army transports will be sent to 
Manila by the way of Guam and all the prisoners who 
take the oath of allegiance to the United States will be 
returned to the Philippine Islands. 

Despatches from the Island of Mindanao state that 
Lieut. Arthur W. Brown, 27th U.S. Inf., and detach- 
ment were attacked by a large party of Moros on Mata- 
lang River about midnight on July 25. The attack was 
repulsed without loss to the Americans. Three Moros 
were killed. Friendly natives report that the Sultan of 
Nauli personally led the attack, thinking the American 
camp was without sentries. 

Camp Vicars, U.S.A., in the lake region of the Island 
of Mindanao was swept by a furious tornado on July 
2%, which destroyed tents, baggage and a large amount of 
other property. There were no casualties among the 
American troops, but several Moros were killed. 

One of the most significant of recent trials by court- 

martial in the Philippines was that of one Felipe Vil- 
legas, Presidente of Santo Tomas, Porvince of Batan; 
It was shown to the satisfaction of the court that Vil- 
legas, having taken the oath of allegiance to the United 
States, repeatedly violated that oath by communicating 
with Colonel Hernandez, commanding the local insurgent 
forces in the field, by means of letters and by word of 
mouth, furnishing intelligence of the strength and move- 
ments of the United States troops to the insurgent 
colonel and his officers. He collected taxes, which he 
furnished to the insurgent leader. Villegas also secreted 
and entertained within his house one Remigo San Louis, 
alias “Miong,” a secret emissary carrying correspondence 
of the so-called Hong Kong Junta to General Malvar, 
the famous insurgent leader. The Presidente was sen- 
tenced to twenty years’ confinement at hard labor. 

The anti-friar demonstration in Manila on July 26 
from which disorder was feared was unimportant. The 
police forbade the holding of a procession, and the re- 
serves were assembled for the purpose of maintaining 
order. The leaders of the movement conducted a meeting 
in the Zorilla theater, but no disorder occurred. 

Manila advices state that a detachment of native con- 
stabulary has struck Felizardo’s band of ladrones in 
Cavite Province and captured seven of them, including 
one vie is believed to be Felizardo himself, who is 
wounded,

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 8, JULY 19, H.Q.A.A.G.0O. 
l—By direction of the Acting Secretary of War, par- 
agraphs 50, 101, 123, 407, 1009, 7 , 1289, 1290, 1291, 
92, 1298, 1294, 1295, 1310, 1431, 1492 (amended by G.O., No. 
%, April 24, 1902, from this office), and 1608, of the Regula- 
tions, are amended to read as follows: 

50. Chaplains will render through military channels 
monthly reports of the duties performed by them, and 
of ull births, baptisms, marriages, and deaths occurring 
at their stations. The reports will be made in duplicate 
on Form No, 73, Adjutant General’s Office, and one copy 
will be forwarded to the Adjutant General of the Army 
and the other filed with tne st reco 

il. An application for appointment must be in the 
handwriting of the applicant, and will briefly state the 
length and nature of his military service, and for what 
time and in what organizations he has served as a 
noncommissioned officer. The company commander will 
indorse thereon the character of the —_ and his 
opinion as to his intelligence and fitness for the position. 
The application so indorsed will be submitted to the 
regimental or artillery district commander, who will for- 
ward the same, with his remarks as to the merits of the 
applicant, to the Adjutant General of the Army. 

123. When the station of an enlisted man is changed 
while he is on furlough he will on joining his new sta- 
tion be entitled to travel allowances from the place of 
the receipt of the order to the new station, provided the 
distance is not greater than that from the old to the 
new station; but if the distance be greater he will be 
entitled to travel allowances for a distance equal to that 
from the old to the new station only. An enlisted man 
under orders to change station who takes advantage of 
a furlough before he a his new station is not de- 
prived of the travel allowances to which he would be 
entitled had he not availed himself of the furlough. A 
soldier who has returned from furlough to the station 
from which furloughed, his company having in his 
absence changed station, is entitled to transportation at 
the expense of the Government to the new station of his 
company. Coaeges for transportation furnished to en- 
listed men on furlough in pursuance of paragraph 121 
will be adjusted in accordance with the requirements of 
this regulation. 

47. Directs that at all posts with fixed batteries, the 
position of every gun, mounted or to be mounted, will 
ive its Number which will be placed on the gun » 
in position.

i287 to 129 inclusive, refer to estimates of clothing 
and equipage which will be made quarterly on Jan. 1, 
April 1, July 1 and Oct. 1. (We omit the full text of these 
paragraphs,—Ed.) 

1%. To enabie post quartermasters to form an ap- 
proximate basis as to the sizes required, each company 
or detachment commander will, whenever called upon, 
furnish that officer with a statement of the sizes of the 
various garments worn by the enlisted men composing 
said commands, 

1310. Whenever the necessity for the issue is certified 
by the post commander, arctic overshoes, fur gauntlets 
and caps, and woolen mittens, conforming to patterns in 
the office of the Quartermaster General, will be issued 
at os at the rate of one pair of overshoes, gaunt- 
lets and mittens, and one cap to each enlisted man per 
annum. These articles do not form part of the annual 
money allowance for clothing. 

Canvas mittens and blanket-lined canvas caps, con- 
forming to patterns in the office of the Quartermaster 
General, will be supplied to troops serving in extremely 
cold regions and to troops stationed at West Point, N.Y 
when the necessity for such issue is certified by the post 
commander, at the rate of one pair of mittens and one 
cap per man per annum. The voucher will show that 
this issue is gratuitous and made within the above al- 
lowance. Issues in excess of such allowance will be 
charged to the men at regulation prices. In case of loss 
or destruction of any of said articles of gratuitous issue 
without fauit or neglect on the part of the soldier to 
whom they have been intrusted, and so certified to by 
the immediate commanding officer, then the article or 
articles so lost or destroyed may be replaced without 

urge to the soldier. 

131. Sales may be made on credit to officers and en- 
listed men who have not been regularly paid or who are 
in the field. Officers will certify that the stores are for 
their own use and receipt for them. Enlisted men will 
obtain permits from their company commanders, approved 
by the commanding officer, for purchases on credit. Per- 
mits will not be given to a soldier in excess of the unen- 
cumbered pay due him nor in any month in excess of his 
monthly pay. A recruit may be furnished on credit with 
such of the following articles as may be needed by him, 
viz; A hand basin, a piece of soap, a toothbrush, two 
towels, a comb, a hairbrush, a shoebrush, and a box 
of shoebiacking, a whisk broom, and not to exceed 1 
pound of tobacco. 

1492. An officer does not lese his right to quarters or 
commutation at his permanent station by a temporary 
absence on duty. Waile he continues to hold that right 
and exercises it by constructive occupation or use of any 
kind, he connot legally demand quarters nor commu- 
tation at any other station. Exceptions to this rule may 
be made by the general commanding the troops in the 
Philippine Islands in cases arising in his command; in all 
other cases by the Secretary of ar, upon the approval 
of the commanding general of the department. 

1608. Special instruction in the duties of litter bearers 
nd the methods of rendering first aid to the sick and 
wounded will be given to all enlisted men of the line of 
the Army by their company officers for at least four 
hours in each month, except that such instruction for 
officers and enlisted men of the seacoast artillery will be 
limited to one hour per month. xaminations of men 
who have qualified will be held, from time to time, by 
the surgeon, and those found proficient will thereafter 
only be drilled occasionally to verify the fact that the 
knowledge imparted has been retained.

Lytle Brown, 
4 Corps, U.S.A. 

Charge I, was “Assault and Battery,” and Charge 
TI, was conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman.” 
The two specifications allege that Lieut. Brown, on 
April 3, 1902, at Manila, committed an assault on Charles 
O. Ziegenfuss, by striking him with his fist, knocking 
out two of his front teeth, and kicking and jumping on 
him, at his residence. 

The court found Lieut. Brown guilty of the first 
charge, but of the second charge, “‘not guilty,” but guilty 
of conduct to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline, 

He was sentenced tc be reprimanded in orders by the 
reviewing authority. 
pe Chaffee, in reviewing the proceedings said, 
said: 

“In this case it appears that the accused, Ist Lieut. 
Lytle Brown, Engineer Corps, U.S. Army, taking offence 
at what under a strained construction might be regarded 
as a velied accusation against his official integrity, ap- 
pearing and being repeated in a daily paper published 
in Manila, conceived it to be incumbent upon him to seek 
redress by personally assaulting the editor of said paper. 
In giving effect to the too lenient sentence of the court, 
Lieutenant Brown is reminded that the first qualifica- 
tion of good citizenship consists in scrupulously refrain- 
ing from a violation of the law under which he lives, 
either in its letter or spirit. Having elected to play the 
part of the law breaker, Lieutenant Brown will doubtless 
learn in time, that his method of securing personal 
redress when smarting under adverse criticism, insepar- 
able from public life, cannot lead to enviable notoriety, 
much less to honorable distinction among officers ana 
gentlemen.”’ 





G. O. 114, JUNE 10, DIVISION OF PHILIPPINES. 

Publishes the proceedings of a G.C.M. at Manila, Lu- 
zon, of which Lieut. Col. David J. Craigie, 8th U.S. Inf., 
was president, and Capt. Arthur 8. Conklin, Art. Corps, 
was judge advocate, to try Capt. Frederick 8. Wild, of 
the 13th Inf., on the charge of ‘‘conduct to the prejudice 
of good order and military dicipline,’’ found him guilty 
and sentenced him to be reprimanded by the convening 
authority. 

The specifications set forth that ‘‘Captain Wild, being 
on duty in command of his company and of the military 
station at Linigayon, and having knowledge that two 
soldiers of his command had received stab wounds from 
sharp instruments, which wounds were alleged to have 
been inflicted by natives Dec. 29, 1901, in a cock pit, and 
well knowing that on said date, the cock pit had been 
set on fire, and having good reasons to suspect that 
soldiers of his command had, in resentment of the as- 
sault on their comrades, started said fire, did nevertheless 
neglect and fail to place a guard over =e pee rty, or 
caution the men of his command to refrain from at- 
tempts at redress by resorting to acts of violence ainst 

eprsons or property, with the result that a few hours 
ater, about midnight, the cock pit, the property of 
Julio Sison, a native, was again set on fire by the soldiers 
of his command and destroyed. Major General Chaffee 
in administering his reprimand says: ‘In executing the 
sentence of the court, Captain Wild is reminded that his 
inexcusable conduct has evidently not risen either from 
lack of experience or of intelligence on his part, but 
must be attributed to wilful failure to exercise due 
courtesy in official duties to devote himself in good faith 
to rendering his orders effective. The necessity for this 
trial is based on the intention to accentuate to the ac- 
cused that existing orders to give complete and unquali- 
fied support to all branches of the Civil Government 
in these Islands must be complied with, and to show by 
example that nothing short of such support will be ac- 
cepted from officers on duty in this Division. Captain 
Wild’s conduct is but mildly punished by reprimand. It 
is destructive of the very foundation of discipline and, 
when considered in connection with the importance of 
the duty which devolved upon him, is in the highest de- 
gree reprehensible.”

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DUTIES OF NAVAL OFFICERS. 


There has been considerable comment in the Navy 
Department and at naval stations of late concerning the 
removal of officers from duties in connection with mate- 
rial and the manufacture of articles for naval use. 

The subject seems to be imperfectly understood by the 
mass of people, both in and out of the service. The news- 
paper press generally appears to believe that Secretary 
Moody is insisting upon all naval officers going to sea 
and remaining there, and that he is removing officers 
from the inspection and manufacture of material for that 
purpose. This is not the case. The Secretary doubtless 
regards that naval officers shall go to sea to properly 
officer the ships of the Navy, but it is not thought that he 
regards naval officers as unwilling to go to sea, nor that 
he, himself, desires them to be always at sea, for the Sec- 
retary is well aware of the necessity of some shore duty 
for officers, if they are to have an all-around ability. The 
fact is that when the Secretary took office, he had one 
strong and settled opinion, which was that officers should 
attend first to the military and naval duties of their pro- 
fession, whether at sea or on shore. He believed and 
now believes that when at sea they should be in men-of- 
war so long as that class of ships needs them, and that 
not until these duties are all fulfilled should any surplus 
be assigned to the charge of fish commission vessels, coast 
survey vessels, State school ships, and other like duties 
not of a purely military or naval nature. e 

Again, when on shore the Secretary is convinced that 
the duties of training recruits, taking charge of receiving 
ships, instruction in torpedo work, gunnery and electricity, 
should be preferred above the duties of labor boards at 
navy yards, the inspection of material at private manu- 
facturers, and work of that character, which is not mili- 
tary or naval in its nature, although the articles provided 
are used by ships of war. 

It is not believed to be Secretary Moody’s view that 
these inspections and manufacturing interests are not 
important. On the contrary he must regard them as of 
great importance, but he believes so long as there is no 
surplus of officers on shore, none should be diverted 
to the duties of civilian character. Officers perform these 
civilian and commercial duties very well, and the Secre- 
tary is aware that their ability and training enables them 
to do the work better than it could be done for anything 
like reasonable salaries by persons outside of the Ser- 
vice, but there are more important things to be accom- 
plished. The fundamental question plainly stated would 
be as follows: 

Shall we have men-of-war which are more or less infe- 
rior in their manufacture, guns and armor, on account of 
the absence of our trained officers as inspectors of mate- 
rial, but with well trained and efficient crews; or, shall 
we have more perfect ships, resulting from the inspection 
of these officers, but manned by crews which are inefficient 
and badly trained, owing to the lack of officers available 
to instruct them? 

The natural answer would be, let us have both. We 
need both good ships and good crews, but the reply to this 
at the present time would be that we have not enough 
officers to superintend and inspect the manufacturing of 
our naval material, and at the same time drill and train 
our enlisted force. It is this lack of officers with which 
the Secretary of the Navy has been confronted since 
taking office, and it has been in distributing this insuf- 
ficient supply of officers, according to the true necessities 
of the situation, that the difficulties have been encoun- 
tered. An opposition quite natural under the circum- 
stances has been engendered on the part of those branches 
of the Service which fear that the quality of their work 
may be more or less impaired by the detachment of officers 
who, the Secretary is convinced, are needed for the train- 
ing of the men on board ship. 

That the Secretary will have the loyal support of his 
subordinates in all branches of the service is without 
question, nor do we doubt that the Secretary’s well 
known intelligence and mental grasp will enable him to 
do the best that is possible with the scanty supply of 
officers at his disposal. 

THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, having had some op- 
portunities of informing itself on this subject, has thought 
it desirable to express somewhat fully its views, based 
upon the knowledge it possesses. It is not unknown to 
the Service generally that improvement in our marksman- 
ship is much to be desired, and although some of the 
defects which exist may be due to imperfect material 
in the shape of mounts and gun sights, it is well under- 
stood that the principal trouble is the lack of thorough 
training of the men by the officers. What the people 
of the Navy can do was shown by the target practice of 
the forward turret of the Kearsarge a few months ago 
under Lieutenant Poyer. Secretary Moody desires that 
not only one turret but the whole Navy shall be thus 
efficient, and he shows foresight and wisdom when he 





demands that to attain this efficiency the commissioned 
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officers of the Navy shall not be diverted by duties of 
manfacture and material from other duties in connection 
with the enlisted men. 

We do not doubt that when once this desirable change 
is effected that ways will be found by which the inspec- 
tion of material and the duties of labor boards at navy 
yards, will .be earried on efficiently, and that civilian 
ability, properly trained, may be enabled to undertake 
much of this work satisfactorily to the Government. 
This is much to be desired for, during the next fifteen 
or twenty years, every man of the trained product which 
the Naval Academy graduates, will be needed to perfect 
the development of our war fleet. 


RESULTS OF THE NAVY PERSONNEL LAW. 


Among the contents of the current number of Proceed- 
ings of the U.S. Naval Institute’ is an article on “The 
Results of the Navy Personnel Law,” in which the au- 
thor, Lieut. Edward L. Beach, U.S.N., presents a notably 
interesting discussion of the operation of that act. Lieu- 
tenant Beach reminds us that while “the startling feat- 
ure’ of this law was that which amalgamated the line 
and the engineer officers into a single corps, it contained 
other provisions of such importance that the enactment 
of the measure was supported by many officers who em- 
phatically disapproved of the amalgamation proposed. 
From 1882 up to the passage of the Personnel Act on 
March 3, 1899, the personnel of the Navy was regulated 
by a law which took absolutely no account of the inevit- 
able process of naval expansion. That is to say, the law 
of Aug. 5, 1882—enacted at a time when the Tennessee 
and the Trenton represented our farthest advance in 
naval construction, and when our present types of battle- 
ships and cruisers were undreamed of—the law of 1882 
looked solely to the needs of the Navy as it existed at 
that period. It provided that in certain grades of Navy 
officers there should be, until a specified limit was 
reached, only a single promotion for every two vacancies 
occurring. Shortly after this act was placed upon the 
statute book the movement for a larger Navy 
began in earnest. Many large ships were au- 
thorized, the enlisted force of the Service was enorm- 
ously increased and money was voted for a tremend- 
ous expansion of the entire naval establishment. Let 
for seventeen years following the law of 1882—that 
is, until it gave way to the Personnel Act—the Govern- 
ment floundered along under a policy which permitted a 
steady yearly decrease in the number of available offi- 
cers, so that when the Spanish war came it found the 
Navy officered on the basis of its needs in 1882 rather 
than upon the basis of its needs in 1898. The Personnel 
Law has done much to relieve the embarrassment result- 
ing from this absurd and dangerous system. It has pro- 
vided for a rational flow of promotion. It has made some 
degree of provision for the enlarging needs of the nation- 
al fleet and it has established a reasonable assurance that 
as new ships are added to the Navy the necessary officers 
shall be ready to command them. 

As to the success of the consolidation of the line and 
engineer officers into a single corps, Lieutenant Beach is 
still in doubt. In this he is not alone, for it is not wide 
of the mark to say that a great majority, both of those 
who favored and those who opposed the amalgamation 
feature, stand to-day just where they did when the bill 
was first proposed. Neither side has converted the other. 
An experience of three years is not enough to afford a 
fair trial of the system. The shortage of officers for 
both deck and engine room duty has operated to delay a 
conclusive test. But the fact that the question has not 
yet been settled Lieutenant Beach, himself an engineer 
officer, regards as “alarming,” and for reasons which he 
states with undeniable force. 

He points out, for instance, that, while the Service is 
now developing line officers of equal ability to those of 
former years, great engineering ability is not being de- 
veloped at present in the Navy, and he regards this fact 
is “amazing and intolerable,” considering “the unrivalled 
engineering opportunities of to-day.’”’ Lieutenant Beach 
continues: “The reason for this is that none of the young 
officers are serving any practical apprenticeship in en- 
gineering, and all of the theory in the world will not de- 
velop practical engineers ; officers who were originally of 
the line and are now ordered to duty in charge of the 
machinery of some ships, must know that their engineer- 
ing duty is but temporary, and they do not expect to be 
as efficient in the engine room as they are on deck, nor 
do they desire to be so. On the other hand many of the 
former engineer officers feel that much line duty may be 
required of them in the future, and that they must bend 
all of their efforts to become efficient as deck officers. In 
beth cases engineering suffers.” 

One of the chief causes “of the surely impending en- 
gineering mediocrity” in the Navy is described by Lieu- 
tenant Beach as “the present lack of finality of engineer- 
ing duty.” By this he means that for some officers en- 
gineering should be the great purpose of their naval 
careers. It is not so under the Personne] Law. Under 
that law engine room duty is but a transition stage of 
service, all advancement looking toward command. “No 
matter how much the officer’s inclination may lead him to 
engineering,’ Lieutenant Beach remarks, “the latter part 
of his career must be in command duties, and for effi- 
ciency in command all line officers must shape their 
careers; and thus efficiency in engineering cannot pos- 
sibly be the ambition that urges one on, and without 
this ambition great engineering ability will not be de- 
veloped. * * * our officers will become efficient as 
deck officers, and dilettantes as engineers; not because 
deck duties are easier or more attractive, but because 
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ability. in engineering. is not the great and the last pur- 
pose of any career so long as the conditions and laws 
affecting the naval service remain as they are ‘at present. 
And thus mediocrity in engineering is surely threatening 
the near future of our naval service. Great engineering 
ability is not at present being developed in the Navy 
and never can be under the Personnel Law.” 

It must not be gathered from what has been said that 
Lieutenant Beach favors the abolition of the principle 
of amalgamation. On the contrary he holds that, to a 
certain ‘extent, it should be retained. He urges certain 
changes in the system, however, and these he outlines as 
follows: “Hereafter an officer will reach the rank of 
lieutenant, junior grade, before he is twenty-five years old. 
Before this he will nave had much instruction and duty, 
both in theory and in practice, on deck and with engines, 
and he will know in what lies his best abilities; it is 
time that he should determine definitely whether his best 
energies should be given to line or to engineering duties. 
With this view, for the efficiency of the Navy, it is sub- 
mitted that in the grades of naval cadet after graduation, 
and ensign, the duty should be systematically divided be- 
tween deck and engine room watch standing; that upon 
being commissioned lieutenant, junior grade, the officer 
should be permitted to select either the line or engineer- 
ing duties for his permanent place in the naval service: 
experience would show to what extent the numbers al- 
lowed to select either duty would have to be regulated. 
The lieutenant, junior grade, thus allowed to elect engi- 
neering for his future permanent duty should be re- 
quired to take a post graduate course in engineering at 
the Experiment Station to be established at Annapolis ; 
following this, he should be assigned to duty as assistant 
to the chief engineer of a first-class battleship or armored 
cruiser, and later in charge of the machinery of a fourth- 
class ship; upon examination for promotion to the grade 
of lieutenant, the examination should be in engineering 
of so high a standard that to be successful must have re- 
quired on his part earnest application to engineering 
duties; upon promotion to be lieutenant he should be 
made an extra number upon the Navy list, keeping his 
relative place in all the grades, being reserved entirely 
for engineering duties; in the grade of commander he 
should be required to serve no longer than three years 
at sea, and then in only the most responsible positions; 
after this the duty required of him should be engineering 
duty on shore suitable to his rank.” 

But supposing these changes or others designed to 
establish a larger degree of fixity in the engineering ser- 
vice cannot be effected—then what? Simply the forma- 
tion of a new engineer corps, as the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL has repeatedly predicted. In fact, Lieutenant 
Beach believes an engineer corps will be established “in 
the near future,” and prevailing conditions in the Ser- 
vice all point in that direction. If not the only solation 
it is the easiest and most natural solution of complica- 
tions which, if long continued, threaten seriously to im- 
pair the efficiency of the naval establishment.

SENATOR BOUTWELL’S MEMOIRS. 


George S. Boutwell, of Massachusetts, has rendered 
a further service to his countrymen by his publication 
of his ‘‘Reminiscences of Sixty Years in Public Affairs” 
(New York, McClure, Phillips and Co). Mr. Boutwell 
was for eight years a member of the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature. Governor of that State in 1851-2, a repre- 
sentative in Congress in 1863-9, and one of its two 
Senators in 1873-7, and Secretary of the Treasury in 
1869-73. During the intervals between his incumbency 
of these more important offices he held minor positions 
of public trust and was always active in the direction 
of political affairs, first as a Democrat and then as & 
Republican. He has had unusual opportunities to become 
familiar with the secret springs of public influence and 
to form a correct estimate of the characters and capaci- 
ties of public men. How much he tells us of all he knows 
we cannot undertake to say, but what he does tell us is 
interesting and valuable. 

Mr. Boutweii formed a very -high estimate of the ability 
as a civil administrator of General Grant under whom 
he served as Secretary of the Treasury. “On no man 
in public life in this generation,” he says, “were there 
more frequent charges and insinuations of wrong-doing, 
and in this generation there has been no man in public 
life who was freer from all occasion for such insinuations 
and charges. There was not in General Grant’s nature 
any element of suspicion, and his confidence in his friends 
was free and full. Hence it happened that he had many 
occasions for regret.” Contrary to the opinion which his 
critics did so much to disseminate, General Grant “‘en- 
joyed the society of intellectual men.” Being a perfectly 
natural man himself, and free from all pretense, he 
naturally gave his confidence to men of like character. 
It was impossible for him to adjust his point of view 
to that of a pretentious doctrinaire like Charles Sumner, 
of whom Mr. Boutwell says. “He was not. only 
not practical, he was unpractical and impracticel. 
Nor did his experience in affairs give him an education 
in that particular. Of his long career in the Senate only 
his speeches remain. * * * In all his life he was # 
victim to authority .in affairs, and a slave to note and 
common-place books.” 

Mr. Boutwell was present at an interview between 
Gen. Joe’ Hooker and Mr. Sumner to whom Hooker ap- 
plied to assist him in obtaining a Massachusetts regiment 
on the plea that he was a native of that State. “In the 
course of the conversation, Hooker said that if be could 
obtain a regiment, he would come to the command of the 
Army, and take Richmond.” This was in May, 1861; 
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Hooker “had then recently ;arrived from Califfornia and 
his appearance indicated poverty. 
and his apparel was that of a decayed man of the world.” 

Of Mr. Robeson, Secretary of the Navy under Grant, 
Mr. Boutwell says he was “a man of 
lacking only the habit of careful continuous industry.” 
This got him into trouble, but when he got a seat in 
Congress, where he could answer his critics, the 
upon him ceased. These two volumes are full of 
estimates of men of national reputation and 
esting anecdotes concerning them. They deal with 
of the most instructive and important epochs in our his- 
tory, and great as is their present interegt their value 
will increase with time.

The War College Board has been in session during 
the past week at the War Department, adjusting a 
number of questions which have been laid before it. 
The most important matter calling for immediate con- 
sideration was the opening of the General Service and 
Staff College at Fort Leavenworth. The board has 
approved, with some minor changes, the regulations 
and program of instruction for the college prepared 
by the board recently in session at Fort Leavenworth; 
the board also recommended the detail of an assistant 
commandant and corps of instructors to meet the re- 
quirements of the college in the near future. It was 
developed some years ago that the practice of detailing 
instructors from the garrison officers was not altogether 
satisfactory, so that the preset detail is intended 
merely as temporary. After General Bell arrives and 
the college staff can make recommendations for details, 
permanent instructors will be substituted as rapidly 
as the accommodations for officers at the post will 
permit. The improvements at the post inaugurated 
some two years ago have not yet ‘been completed and it 
will probably be a year or more before all the buildings 
will be in condition to meet the requirements of this 
institution. The War College Board is at work on a 
scheme having for its object the preparation of uniform 
regulations governing military, schools and colleges 
having details of Army officers as instructors. It is 
hoped in this way to utilize to the fullest extent a num- 
ber of institutions which have heretofore failed to 
come up to the expectations of the Department. Details 
of officers from the active list have not been made dur- 
ing the past four years but it is expected they will be 
resumed as soon as the War College report is complete. 
The question of suitable quarters for the War College 
in the city of Washington is still before the board; it 
is not likely that the permanent building at Washing- 
ton Barracks will be completed before eighteen months 
or two years. 








One of the unfortunate effects of the present revolution 
in Colombia is that, until it is settled—of which there is 
no immediate prospect—no treaty conveying a concession 
for the Panama canal route can be entered into by the 
Colombian Government and that of the United States. 
The revolution has already lasted two years, and if it is 
to continue indefinitely the United States may have to 
consider the question of building the Isthmian canal on 
some other route. It is charged, though without visi- 
ble warrant, that Nicaragua is secretly striving to pro- 
long the disorder in Colombia with the hope that it may . 
defeat the Panama project and compel the United States 
to adopt the Nicaragua route. If such is the fact it is a 
case of playing politics for desperately high stakes. 

The 77th Company, Coast Artillery, from Fort War- 
ren, Mass., went into camp at Fort Wetherill, R.L, 
on July 28, in preparation for the joint Army and Navy 
maneuvers. Troops continued to arrive later in the 
week, to take station at Fort Adams and Fort Greble. 
Assistant Secretary of War William Cary Sanger has 
been making an inspection of the forts which will de- 
fend the Long Island Sound approaches to New York 
from Rear Admiral Higginson’s squadron. General 
MacArthur was with him. 











The Navy Department this week inaugurated the policy 
outlined by Secretary Moody which contemplates the re- 
lief of officers on the active list from the Lighthouse 
Service by retired officers. Orders were issued to Lieut. 
Comdr. A. P. Osborn, retired, to relieve Comdr. William 
H. Turner as inspector of the Fourteenth Lighthouse 
District. This is simply another step toward the con- 
sumation of Secretary Moody's policy of having officers 
on the active list evailable fcr sea duty.

Governor William H. Hunt, of Porto Rico, who 
arrived in this country recently, is reported as saying 
that Porto Rican affairs are in excellent condition. 
The island’s budget shows a net gain for the fiscal 
year ending July 1 of $275,000 over the previous year. 
Public works, such as roads, bridges and buildings, are 
progressing rapidly. There has been a depression in the 
sugar trade, but this has been largely counteracted 
by liberal tariff measures. The coffee crop this year 
will be normal. 


In accordance with an opinion given by the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Navy the Secretary of the Navy 
has decided that a genera! court-martial has authority to 
reduce the ranking of petty officers.

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THE STORY OF A REGIMENT. 


That was a gallant band of heroes that arrived the 
other day at San Francisco aboard the transports War- 
ren and Hancock. On March 24 and 28, 1899, the 9th 
Regular Infantry boarded the chartered transports City 
of Puebla and Zealandia with 34 officers and 1,292 men 
on the muster roll for service against the insurgents of 
the Philippines. On the return of the regiment it num- 
bered 550. 

There is no pretention on the part of the War Depart- 
ment that any one regiment is superior to any other. 
During the Spanish war almost every Regular regiment 
was in action; the record of one is as lustrous as that 
of the other. But it remained for the 9th to be placed 
in the unique position of seeing service in three wars in 
as many years. 

The 9th is a historic regiment. We find it in the 
Mexican war; we find it with General Scott’s Army at 
Puebla in 1847, serving in the third division under Gen- 
eral Pillow. We find the 9th at Churubusco, where 
it helped win one of five battles fought by the American 
army on Aug. 20, 1847. Again, we find the 9th climbing 
up the heights of Chapultapec in the face of a withering 
fire, losing its gallant colonel, Ransom, in the achieve- 
ment. 

In 1855 the 9th was organized as a permanent regi- 
ment, and in 1859 we find it at Vancouver Barracks. In 
that year it participated in an exciting contest with the 
English representatives of the Hudson Bay Company for 
the possession of San Juan Island. Gen. W. S. Harney, 
at Fort Vancouver, July 27, 1859, sent Co. D of the 
9th, under command of Capt. George E. Pickett, who 
afterwards led the famous Confederate charge at Gettys- 
burg to the island. That officer proclaimed San Juan a 
part of the United States, and selected a defensive po- 
sition “with a view to the establishment of a force of five 
or six companies for a long stay.” Bluff and bluster were 
then indulged in by both sides. At length four more 
companies of the 9th were sent, arriving Aug. 10, and 
on the 14th three more companies followed. The end 
of the matter was that both nations assumed a joint oc- 
cupancy. 

During the Civil War, the 9th was permanently settled 
on the Pacific Coast to keep down Indian uprisings. 
That sanguinary conflict over and “benevolent assimila- 
tion” having made good Indians of the Indians of the 
Pacific Coast, the regiment was sent to assist in the task 
of pacifying the red men of the Western plains. It 
served for seventeen years along the Rosebud, Big Horn 
and Yellowstone. 

When the Spanish war broke out, the 9th became a 
part of the 5th Army Corps, headquarters at Tampa. 
It sailed away with the Army of Invasion, landed near 
Santiago, participated in the forward movement, took a 
leading part at San Juan Hill, losing several officers 
and a number of men. Then it lay in the trenches during 
the siege, and on the day that the ceremony of the occu- 
pation of Santiago took place, the 9th was General 
Shafter’s escort, and its men beheld the American flag 
hoisted over the palace. 

Then the war ended, and as first noted, the 9th was 
sent to the Philippines. Arriving there it went into bat- 
tle at Cainta, Luzon, on June 3, 1 On June 13 it 
played a leading part, under General Lawton, in the bat- 
tle of Zapote River, one of the hottest and most san- 
guinary engagements of the insurrection. Between June 
3, 1899, and June 30, 1900, the 9th was in 27 engage- 
ments, losing 10 men killed and 21 wounded. During 
that time 50 died of disease. The regiment was stationed 
Govies the latter part of this period in the vicinity of 
Tarlac. 

Then followed the invasion of China, by the Western 
powers. On the 6th of July, 1900, the 9th arrived at 
Taku, China, having been ordered from Manila. On July 
11, two battalions reached Tien-tsin and went into bat- 
tle. The position was exposed, and Captain Bookmiller 
says of the fighting: 

“The space between the outer mud wall and the inner 
wall of the city was a zone of fire. It was the hottest 
place I was ever in. The Chinese had unlimited ammuni- 
tion and were using it with deadly effect. The fighting 
at Santiago and San Juan Hill was a fight with snow 
balls compared to Tien-tsin.”’ 

Colonel Liscum and 17 men were killed, and 5 officers 
and 72 men were wounded. On the 14th the city fell, 
and on the same day the third battalion came up. On Aug. 
6, occurred the battle of Yang Tsung, which was a 
very peppery affair; Aug. 14 the city of oo

the regiment remained until May, 1901, when it was or- 
dered back to the Philippines, with the exception of Com- 
pany B which still remains as a Jegation guard. Arrivy- 


ing at Manila, the regiment was sent to pacify the isl- 
and of Samar. In September, Company C was attacked 
and surprised at Balangiga, and 3 officers and 72 men 
were slaughtererd.

Truly a wonderful record has the 9th made! Upon 
its banner it can emblazon the names Churubusco, a- 
pultapec, bud, San Juan, Santiago, Zapote River, 
Tien-tsin, Pekin and Samar.

TESTS OF GUN MOUNTS. 


The tests of the disappearing and barbette types of 
gun mounts which began at Fort Monroe, Va., on 
July 24, to which we alluded in last week’s issue, were 
resumed at Fort Du Pont, Del., on July 25. The firing 
was from an 8-inch gun, mounted on a disappearing 
carriage, and a 12-inch gun on barbette mount. The 
sand test of the disappearing carriage was not satis- 
factory, but it is believed that it would be an easy mat- 
ter to place some kind of shield upon the running gear 
of the recoil cylinder and prevent any great amount 
of sand or dust settling upon the machinery, and that 
the great advantage of having the gun lowered out of 
sight during the process of loading, thus protecting both 
the men and the gun, outweighs any difficulty that may 
arise from clogging by sand. During the entire opera- 
tion of the gun on the disappearing carriage the men 
could not be seen above the emplacement, and in loading 
it was not necessary to hoist the ammunition to the 
elevation of the breech. The facility of loading is con- 
sidered largely responsible for the excellent time record 
made by this gun. On the other hand, in loading the 
12-inch gun on barbette mount, it was necessary to 
hoist ea -h projectile separately to a height of ten feet 
before it could be entered into the breech. Meanwhile, 
the gunners were all exposed above the parapet. The 
placing of sand upon the recoil slide of this gun had 
no effect upon its operation, as the gun returned to its 
position after firing without any noticeable delay. 
With the disappearing carriage the sand clogged the 
slide and the gun failed to return to position by several 
inches. 

The tests were resumed at Sandy Hook on July 28. 
Ten projectiles, each weighing 575 pounds, were fired 
from a 10-inch gun on barbette mount in sixteen min- 
utes. The firing was in charge of Capt. Charles L. 
Phillips, 48th Coast Art., who divideu his men into 
crews, one of them being composed entirely of the 
baseball and football players of his command. The 
service of this crew was decidedly more efficient than 
that of the crew composed of non-players.. The crew 
of athletes fired ten shots in 18 minutes and 22 seconds, 
while the time consumed by the non-athletes in firing 
the same number was nearly 19 minutes. 

On July 29 the tests were transferred to Fishers 
Island, N. Y. Ten rounds were fired from a 10-inch 
gun mounted on a disappearing carriage with good 
results, though the breech block got stuck several times. 
This was due to a defective gas -check pad. A new 
pad was put in but the gun continued to work badly 
and at the twenty-sixth round orders had to be given 
to cease firing, as it was almost impossible to screw 
the breech block home. 

Further tests were made at Fort Wright on July 30. 
Ten shots were fired from a 10-inch gun mounted on 
a disappearing carriage. The results were excellent, 
except that the time was slow. Trials were then made 
with a 12-inch gun mounted on a disappearing car- 
riage, but after the first shot was fired a stream of 
oil shot from the equalizing pipe which connects the 
two recoil cylinders and into which oil flows from the 
two cylinders. ‘This accident disabled the gun and an 
examination showed that the pipe had burst. Another 
12-inch gun was tried and a record of three shots made 
in 3 minutes and 48 seconds, an average of 1 minute 
and 16 seconds for each shot. Then the same pipe 
burst, letting out a stream of oil and also disabling 
the gun. As neither gun can be fired until new pipes 
are placed in the carriage and as no ammunition for 
the 10-inch gun could be procured the board decided 
to suspend the test temporarily. 

Gen. William’ Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, this week 
made a statement with regard to the recent accidents 
which have occurred in experiments with the disappear- 
ing gun carriarge now being tested by the special 
board of which Colonel Randolph is the president. He 
says: 

“The board for testing disappearing gun carriages, 
in accordance with a provision of the latest act making 
appropriations for fortifications and their armament, 
ete., is following an extensive program, involving a good 
deal of firing from 6, 8, 10 and 12-inch guns mounted 
upon both barbette and disappearing carriages. The 
program has been successfully carried out as far as 
it involves the 6, 8, 10 and 12-inch barbette carriages 
and with the 6 and 8-inch disappearing carriages, but 
delays have been encountered in endeavoring to carry 
out the program with reference to 10 and 12-inch dis- 
appearing carriages. The firing from guns mounted 
upon each of these last-mentioned carriages is to take 
place at Fort H. G. Wright, and upon Tuesday and 
Wednesday the board made an effort to accomplish it; 
it was prevented from doing so by difficulty with the 
breech mechanism of the 10-inch gun and by trouble 
with the 12-inch carriage. The trouble with the breech 
mechanism was due to the sticking of the gas check 
pad. It is well known that the resistance which checks 
the recoil of the gun is offered by the force necessary 
to draw the pistons of two hydraulic cylinders through 
the liquid with which the cylinders are filled; the liquid, 
which is a variety of petroleum product, being forced 
from one side to the other of the pistons through small 
openings. A portion of the liquid is also allowed to 
pass from the front to the rear end of the cylinder by 
a pipe, at one point of which there is placed a tapered 
valve. By opening or closing the valve a greater or 
less amount of oil is allowed to pass from the front 
to the rear of the cylinders without being forced through 
the orifices in the pistons, and thus the length of the 
recoil is increased or diminished. At the first round 
fired with one 12-inch carriage at Fishers Island this 
pipe burst, and at the fourth round with another car- 
riage the same pipe burst. This is the first time that 
this particular accident has occurred in hundreds of 
rounds from guns mounted upon these carriages. 
In a very few instances the pipes have given way in 
the couplings, due to defective material. Whether or 
not the recent accidents have been due to the same 


eause will be the subject of careful investigation. The 
pipes which failed are expected to be replaced next 
week, when the tests will be continued.” 
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REWARDS FOR GALLANTRY. 


Genera] Orders No. 86, an extract from which appeared 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL last week, announcing 
awards of medals of honor and certificates of merit, 
tells in simple terms a story of valor and self-sacrifice 
on the part of American soldiers which adds increased 
lustre to the achievements of the Army. The variety 


and daring of the services mentioned in this order are 
remarkable. Take the campaign in the Philippines for 
instance: Among the officers engaged, Major William 
E. Birkhimer, Art. Corps, receives his medal for most 
distinguished gallantry in action, when captain, 3d U.S. 
Artillery in charging and routing with twelve men three 
hundred of the enemy, May 13, 1899. Major Bernard 
A. Byrne, 13th U.S. Inf., gets his medal for most dis- 
tinguished gallantry in action at Bobong, when captain, 
6th U.S. Infantry, in rallying his men on the bridge after 
the line had been broken and pushed back. A similar 
award goes to Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston for most 
distinguished gallantry in action, when colonel, 20th 
Kansas Volunteers, in crossing the river on a raft at Rio 
Grande de la Pampanga, P.I., and by his skill and daring 
enabled the general commanding to carry the enemy’s 
imtrenched position on the north bank of the river and 
drive him with great loss from the important strategic 
position of Calumpit. The medal was awarded to Major 
John A. Logan, 33d Inf., U.S. Volunteers, for most dis- 
tinguished gallantry in leading his battalion upon the in- 
trenchments of the enemy at San Jacinto, P.I., Nov. 11, 
1899, where he fell mortally wounded and died same date. 
Capt. William H. Sage, 23d U.S. Inf., receives the medal! 
for volunteering to hold an advanced position with nine 
men against a terrific fire of the enemy estimated to be 
one thousand strong, taking a rifle from a wounded man, 
cartridges from the belts of others, and himself killing 
five of the enemy while with his small squad he reached 
the company in safety. Lieut. George EB. Stewart, 15th 
U.S. Inf., gets the medal for gallantry, rescuing at the 
imminent risk of his life a soldier from drowning. 

The medal goes to Capt. Matthew A. Batson, U.S.A., 
retired for most distinguished gallantry in swimming the 
San Juan River in face of the enemy’s fire and driving 
him from his intrenchments. Lieut. Harry Bell, of the 
Philippine Scouts, receives the medal for most conspicuous 
gallantry in action, leading a successful chargé against a 
superior force, capturing and dispersing the enemy, and 
relieving other members of his regiment from a perilous 
position. Lieut. George W. Biegler, 7th U.S. Cav., won 
his medal for most distinguished gallantry in action in 
resisting and at close quarters defeating with nineteen 
men three hundred of the enemy. Clarence M. Condon, 
Art. Corps, receives the medal for most distinguished gal- 
lantry, Noy. 5, 1899, while in command as sergeant of a 
detachment of four men, charging and routing forty in- 
trenched insurgents, inflicting on them heavy loss. Capt. 
William R. Grove, commissary, U.S.A., gets the medal 
for most conspicuous gallantry in action in rushing to 
the assistance of his colonel in advance of his regiment, 
charging, pistol in hand, seven insurgents and compelling 
surrender of all not killed or wounded. The medal is 
awarded to Lieut. Allen J. Greer, 4th U.S. Inf., for 
conspicuous gallantry in action in charging alone an in- 
surgent post, with his pistol, killing one, wounding two, 
and capturing three insurgents with rifles and equip- 
ments. Capt. Hugh J. McGrath, 4th U.S. Cav., received 
a similar award for most distinguished gallantry in 
swimming the San Juan River in face of the enemy’s fire 
and driving him from his intrenchments. He died Nov. 
7, 1899. Major James Parker, A.A.G., U.S.A., receives 
the medal for most distinguished gallantry in repulsing, 
while in command of the garrison with small numbers, 
a savage night attack by overwhelming numbers of the 
enemy, fighting at close quarters in the dark for several 
hours. Lieut George W. Wallace, 9th U.S. Inf., won the 
medal by gallantry in rescuing a brother officer who had 
been wounded by Filipinos from ambush and assisting 
him to a place of safety. Lieut. Arthur M. Ferguson, 
14th U.S. Inf., receives the medal for most conspicuous 
gallantry in action in charging the enemy alone and capt- 
uring a captain. Col. Albert L. Mills, U.S.A., superintend- 
ent, United States Military Academy and captain, Ist 
U.S. Cavalry, receives the medal for distinguished gallan- 
try in action near Santiago de Cuba in encouraging those 
near him by his bravery and coolness after being shot 
through the head and entirely without sight. Lieut. Ed- 
ward L. Baker, Jr., Philippine Scouts, gets the medal for 
distinguished gallantry in action in leaving cover and res- 
cuing under fire a wounded comrade from drowning. 

Brevet Brig. Gen. Horace Porter, U.S.A., receives cue 
medal for gallantry in action at the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, Ga. The medal goes to Capt. Louis B. Lawton, 
26th U.S. Inf., for most distinguished gallantry in battle 
of Tien-tsin, China, in carrying a message and guiding 
reinforcements across a wide and fire-swept space, during 
which he was thrice wounded. Calvin Pearl Titus, cadet, 
United States Military Academy, won the medal for gal- 
lant and daring conduct at the battle of Pekin, China, 
in being first to scale the wall of the Chinese city, in 
the presence of his colonel and other officers and enlisted 
men of his regiment. Col. Robert G. Carter, U.S.A., re- 
tired, receives the medal for most distinguished gallantry 
in action on Brazos River, Tex., Oct. 10, 1871, in holding 
the left of the line with a few men during the charge of a 
large body of Indians after the right of the line had re- 
treated and by delivering a very rapid fire checking the 
Indians until other troops came to the rescue.

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


“The Call to Arms, 1900-1901” by Henry Seton-Karr, 
M.P., published by Longmans, Green & Co., London and 
New York, is a review of the British Imperial Yeomanry 
movement and some subjects connected-with it, an ac- 
count primarily of the Mounted Sharpshooters’ Corps, 
of how it came into existence, and of its doings in South 
Africa. Some account is given of the Yeomanry force as 
a whole and the national crisis which brought it into be- 
ing; and a concluding chapter deals in a conversational 
manner with political subjects connected with the sub- 
ject of the book. The author, although not a military man 
speaks with knowledge in two interesting chapters on the 
British army rifle, the weapon of the Yeomanry. The 
Lee-Enfield rifle of 1899, with which the imperial forces 
are armed, is 4 feet 1 1-2 inches long, weighs 9 pounds 4 
ounces, carries a detachable vertical magazine holding 10 
cartridges, is of .803 inch calibre, and is sighted to 2,800 
yards. A cut-off enables it to be used as a single firer, 
This writer finds it difficult to imagine how the mod- 
ern magazine rifle, as a shooting weapon pure and sim- 
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ple, an instrument for projecting a bullet, can well be im- 
proved. Some new explosive will first have to be dis- 
covered, he thinks. But on the other hand the details 
of its mechanism are capable of improvement and are 
being improved yearly, and he believes that the next 
will be some form of automatic repeating rifle, in which 
the recoil will mechanically reload the weapon. There 
is little to choose, the author thinks, between modern 
military rifles, all being about equal as long range 
weapons. 

“Notes on Fortification, with a Synoptical Chart,” by 
Major B. R. Ward, Royal (British) Engineers, is pub- 
lished in convenient form by E. P. Dutton & Co., New 
York, and John Murray, London, with numerous blank 
leaves for further notes by the user of the book. It is 
intended to impart interest to the initial study of a sub- 
ject which is often considered dull on account of the 
mass of technical details connected with it, and treats 
of permanent fortifications, sea-power, coast defence, 
and submarine mining, with some account of the organiz- 
ation of the British Corps of Royal Engineers. The 
detachable charts shows at a glance, in graphic form, the 
evolution of fortification and of artillery and small arms ; 
an outline of general history giving wars, rulers and emi- 
nent men; and the factors relating to sea-power and 
coast defence. 

“With the Naval Brigade in Natal, 1890-1900,” by 
Lieut. C. R. N. Burne, R. N., is a journal of active ser- 
vice kept during the relief of Ladysmith and subsequent 
operations in northern Natal and the Transvaal under 
General Buller. Completeed just before leaving the 
front in October, 1900, this journal does not assume to 
be more than a record of personal experiences, wuile 
in detached command of two naval 12-pounder guns, 
but it has interest and value as a record of the work 
done by a naval brigade when landed for service at a 
most critical time. A chapter on gunnery results gives 
some valuable points drawn from actual experience, 
and while some difficulty was found with the hastily im- 
provised carriages for the naval guns, they gave great 
satisfaction, on the whole, and Lieutenant Burne ex- 
presses the belief that not only did they save Lady- 
smith, but they also, in a great measure, helped to save 
the campaign outside for its relief, and with it Natal. 
The volume is illustrated from photographs. Published 
by Edward Arnold, London; Longmans, Green & Co., 
New York, American agents. 

A delightful account of English university or rather 
college life is John Corbin’s “An American at Oxford.” 
The author does not find the real university spirit in 
the so-called universities of England, regarding them 
rather as aggregations of colleges. The higher institu- 
tions of America also belong historically to the English 
type, he thinks, having too recently imported the scien- 
tific spirit, which finds its best expression in the Ger- 
man university, to be regarded as more than “hybrids of 
college and university,” as they were characterized by a 
German writer. Yet the English university carries out 
admirably the ideal of English education—the develop- 
ment of the moral and social virtues, no less than the 
mental—and it is the colleges of England that have 
manned the British empire. If the graduates of German 
institutions are prepared to establish their civilization in 
the imperial colonies the fact has not yet been shown. 
Of the English university of colleges the author draws 
an admirable and interesting picture, giving to its so- 
cial life all the prominence it has in fact, and devot- 
ing much space to athletic sports, as well as presenting 
plainly the more essential features of its educational op- 
portunities. Closing chapters are devoted to the prob- 
lems of the American university, from the broad point 
of view of an experience both at Harvard and at Oxford. 
The volume is illustrated and is published by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., Boston and New York. rs 

The operations of the South Atlantic Blockading Squad- 
ron from May 14, 1862, to April 7, 1863, form the sub- 
ject of Volume 13, Series 1, of the Official Records of 
the Union and Confederate Navies in the War of the 
Rebellion. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co., publish a little volume on 
“Golf” by William Garrett Brown, an essay in grace- 
ful style on its social aspects and its psychology, its his- 
tory and the broader principles of its play, rather than 
a formal explication of the game, and altogther a pan- 
egyric of its worth as a game. Confessing himself but an 
“honest duffer,” the author as a true enthusiast yet 
probably prefers his reputation as a golfer of the Oak- 
ley Country Club, to his not unknown reputation as a 
historical writer, earned by studies of the lives of An- 
drew Jackson and Stephen A. Douglas. 





PROPOSALS FOR NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


Plans for the two additional battleships authorized by 
the Naval Appropriation Act are now ready for ex- 
amination at the Navy Department, and the Secretary 
of the Navy has invited bids for contracts to be opened 
Oct. 1. Other things being equal preference will be given 
to such as guarantee the shortest time for completion. 
The Department reserves the right to change, within 
six months after the date of the contract, the number 
and caliber of guns, the arrangement of the battery and 
turrets, or the thickness and distribution of the armor, 
provided that such change shall not injuriously affect the 
stability or trim of the vessel, nor involve an increase of 
weights. The maximum time allowed for completion is 
forty-two months with penalties of $300 a day for the 
first month and $600 a day thereafter. 

A speed of eighteen knots is called for with a penalty 
of $50,000 a quarter knot for deficiency of speed from 
18 to 17% knots, and $100,000 a quarter knot deficiency 
of speed from 17% to 17 1-2. If the speed falls below 
17 1-2 knots an hour the vessel will, at the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Navy, be rejected. The finai trial 
of the vessel will not take place unti] six months after 
the date of preliminary acceptance. 

The general dimensions of vessels of the type provided 
for are: Length of load water line, 450 feet; breadth, 
extreme, 76 feet 10 inches; displacement, 16,000 tons; 
mean draft, 24 feet 6 inches; gross draft, full load, about 
26 feet 9 inches; bunker capacity, about 2,200 tons; coal 
carried on trial, 900 tons; feed water carried on trial, 
66 tons. : 

Following are the stipulations as to armament. Four 
12-inch B. L. rifles in pairs, in two electrically controlled, 
balanced, elliptical turrets, on the center line, one for- 
ward and one aft, each with an are of fire of about 270 
degrees. Hight 8-inch B. L. rifles in pairs, in four elec- 
trically controlled, balanced, elliptical turrets, two on 
each beam, at each end of the superstructure. Twelve 
7-inch B. L. rifles in broadside, on pedestal mounts on the 








gun deck, behind 7-inch armor, each gun being isolated 
by splinter bulkheads of nickel steel of from 1 1-2 to 2 
inches thick; forward and after guns a to fire 
right ahead and right astern, respectively ; er 7-inch 
guns to have the usual broadside train, The 

battery is to consist of twenty 3-inch, 1 nder, rap’ 
fire guns, twelve 3-pounder semi-automatic guns, six 1- 
pounder automatic guns, two 1-pounder semi-automatic 
guns, two 3-inch field pieces, two machine guns of .30 
caliber, and six automatic guns of .30 caliber. 

The guns of the secondary battery are in commanding 
positions having a large are of unobstructed fire, and 
protected wherever practicable. All the 7-inch guns are 
so arranged that their muzzles train inside the line of the 
side armor, thus leaving a clear and unobstructed side 
when it is desired to go alongside a pier or vessel. Ar- 
rangements will be made whereby the 3-inch guns on the 
main deck can be quickly and conveniently weer ms 
housed and secured, all dismounting r to be suppl 
by the contractor. Total armament, 94 tons. Total 
ammunition, 590.96 tons. Total ordnance to be carried 
on trial, including two-thirds fuel supply of ammunition, 
1338.91 tons. 

The requirements in the matter of armor and similar 
protection are as follows: The hull fs protected at the 
water line by a complete belt of armor, 9 feet 3 inches 
wide, having a maximum thickness of 11 inches for about 
200 feet amidships. Forward and aft of this, the maxi- 
mum thickness is 9 inches within the limits of magazines, 
from which points the thickness is dually decreased 
to 4 inches at the stem and stern. The lower casemate 
armor extends to the limits of the magazine spaces and 
reaches from the top of the water line belt to the lower 
edge of the 7-inch gun ports on the main deck, and is 6 
inches in thickness, the athwartship bulkheads at the 
ends of this casemate also being 6 inches thick. The 
casemate armor around the 7-inch guns on the gun deck 
is 7 inches thick, and the splinter bulkheads are from 
1 1-2 to 2 inches thick. The protection of 3-inch guns is 
nickel steel 2 inches thick. The neers casemate athwart- 
ship armor extending from the shell plating to the 12-inch 
barbettes is to be 7 inches thick throughout. The 12-inch 
barbettes extend from the protective to about 4 feet 
above the main deck, and consist of 10 inches of armor 
in front and 7 1-2 inches in the rear above the gun deck. 
Between the gun deck and protective deck there will be a 
uniform thickness of 6 inches. The barbettes will not 
have any special framing, the connection of the armor 
to the decks being sufficient. The 12-inch turrets will 
have a front plate 12 inches thick, rear plates 8 inches 
thick, and top plates 2 1-2 inches thick. The 8-inch 
barbettes will be 6 inches thick in front and 4 inches 
thick in rear; with the upper tube 3% inches thick and 
the lower tube 3 inches thick. The 8_inch turret front 
plate will be 6 1-2 inches thick, the rear plates 6 inches 
thick, and the top plates 2 inches thick. The conning 
tower and shield will each be 9 inches thick; signal tower 
6 inches thick. An armor tube 36 inches in diameter 
will extend from the base of the conning tower to the 
protective deck, and will be 6 inches thick throughout. 
Teak backing of a minimum thickness of 3 inches will 
be fitted behind all side, athwartship, and 12-inch turret 
armor; 2 inches of backing to be fitted behind the 8-inch 
turret armor; other armor will be fitted without backing. 
Total protection, 3,992 tons. 

The vessel is designed as a flagship and requires ample 
accommodations for the following complement: A flag 
officer, a commanding officer, a chief of staff, nineteen 
wardroom officers, ten junior officers, ten warrant officers 
and not less than 761 men, including 60 marines. 

The specifications as to deck coverings and joiner work 
provide that the amount of woodwork shall be reduced 
to the minimum, and all woodwork, in general, above the 
protective deck, with the exception of the deck planking, 
and certain articles of furniture which may be excepted, 
is to be of fire-proofed wood; fireproofing to be done in 
accordance with specifications approved by the Depart- 
ment, All spaces in officers’ quarters on gun and main 
decks, bounded by the outer hull; also sick bay and dis- 
pensary, also engine and fire room hatch trunks in living 
spaces, will be sheathed with asbestos fire belt and mili- 
board, or its equivalent. Asbestos sheathing will also be 
fitted over the engine rooms. Metal ceiling will be fitted 
to the outer hull in all living quarters not sheathed with 
non-conducting material. 

The weights to be carried are summarized in tons as 
follows: Guns, mounts, magazine equipments, etc., 
944.94; ammunition, two-thirds full supply, 393.97; 
steam engineering complete, with water in boilers, con- 
densers, piping, etc., and stores, etc., not to exceed 
1,500; reserve fresh water for steaming purposes, 
66; coal, normal supply, 900; boats and outfits, 
1.27; masts and spars, 30.98; equipment, complete, in- 
cluding anchors, chains, electric plant, ete., and two- 
thirds equipment stores, 255.28; miscellaneous stores 
and water, two-thirds full supply, 81.32; provisions, 
clothing and small stores, two-thirds full supply, 146.84;

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ANNAPOLIS BOARD’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy in its 
report to the Secretary of the Navy, dated July 8, 1902, 
makes a number of recommendations for the improve- 
ment of the Academy. After thorough examination of 
the plans for the reconstruction of the Academy, the 
board reports that it approves the plans of buildings, 
and recommends that no change be made in them. This 
recommendation especially applies to the Auditorium 
building. The Auditorium is placed on the highest eleva- 
tion of the grounds, and in a central position relative to 
the entire group. This site was selected for it and the 
building was designed as the predominating architectural 
feature, All the other buildings are comparatively low 
and would, without the Auditorium, present a flat and 
depressed appearance, which would destroy the architec- 
tural feature of the group as a whole. If this building 
be built as designed, it wiil give elevation to the entire 
group since it will be visible from all points. 

In regard to the library, the board makes the following 
recommendations: That a fund of $500 per year be 
provided for binding books. That another assistant be 
appointed in the library to be called the cataloguer at a 
salary of $1,000 per annum. That a special labo r now 
employed be made a permanent employee as second as- 
sistant librarian as a salary of $1, per annum. 

The board attended drills of all descriptions and found 
them excellent, but they strongly recommend that the 
Academy be supplied with ordnance and appliances of 
the most modern type as now used in the ice, and 
suggest that one of the new monitors now building would 
make a very satisfactory gunnery ship to be at the 
Academy during its sessions, and also as a part of the 
practice squadron. 

They suggest that a modern practice ship is essential 
to the proper training of the cadets, and that a vessel 
with small but modern pony and of about 4,000 tons 
be rigged as a full-ri ship for use at Annapolis.

In the present class (1902) 
seventeen members had been previously examined for 
admission and failed. Since entering this year’s gradu- 
ating class under a second appointment, ten of these 
seventeen have failed during the course and only seven 
graduated. 

The board believes that the maximum age for admission 
to the Academy should be reduced to eighteen years.

. learn how to do the same work till he is 35 or 40 years 
of age.” 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Navy Department, after a careful discussion and 
examination of the pros and cons of the matter, has 
decided to retain the big Havana dry dock on the 
Atlantic Coast, instead of transferring it to Manila, 
as was for some time intended. Its final disposition 
will not be fully determined upon until the question of 
a coaling station in the Island of Cuba has been dis- 
posed of. In case it is decided to establish a coaling 
station in Cuba of any considerable importance, the 
dock will be installed at that port; but if the Depart- 
ment concludes to minimize our influence in the island, 
this dock will be transferred to one of the home naval 
stations 

The auxiliary cruiser Panther, which has been practic- 
ally rebuilt at the League Island navy yard, has gone to 
New York for final preparations before going to sea. 
The Panther is about the best auxiliary cruiser now fly- 
ing the American ensign, and carries a total of eight 
guns on the two decks which have been strengthened for 
the purpose. Many of the officers and most of the crew 
from the Dixie were transferred to the Panther, and the 
former vessel will be employed at New York*for hospital 
purposes. 

The torpedo boat destroyer Dale 
over to the Government at the Norfolk Navy Yard and as 
soon as the regular inspection and survey has been com- 
pleted it is believed this fine little craft will be commis- 
sioned and ordered to join the flotilla at Newport for the 
summer evolutions. 

Following an unusually successful series of trials and 
speed tests the torpedo boat destroyer Paul Jones, built 
by the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, Cal., has been 
delivered to the naval authorities at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. It is not likely the Paul Jones will be com- 
missioned for any considerable cruise, but she may be

The U.S.S. Stranger, the training ship of the. Naval 
Militia of Lonisiana, left New Orleans July 26 for a 
week’s cruise in the Gulf. During the cruise Pensacola, 
Mobile, Gulfport, Ship Island Harbor and several other 
points were to be visited. The cruise was to be devoted 
mainly to target practice and general drills. Sixty-eight 
officers and men reported for the cruise, with Comdr. J. 


W. Bostwick in command. Many other officers and men 
would have liked to have gone on the cruise, if their 
business would have allowed it. The Louisiana Naval 
Militia now numbers some 400 men. 

News of the action of the Cuban cabinet in authorizi 
the lease of the arsenal grounds at Havana harbor reach 
Washington this veck. This probably means that the 
Navy Department has lost its last chance to secure a coal- 
ing or naval station in Havana harbor. The arsenal 
grounds was to be the site of the projected United States 
naval station, for which it was admirably adapted by its 
position in respect to the harbor and the depth of the water 
on the frontage. 

It has been arranged by the Navy Department to have 
the official trial of the monitor Arkansas held Aug. 6, and 
the official trial of the Maine on Aug. 18. The Arkan- 
sas will be run over the Barren Island course, but the 
Maine will make her trial run off Cape Cod. During 
her recent builder’s test the Maine developed the remark- 
able speed of over 19 knots. 

The International Maritime Congress held recently at 
Copenhagen unanimously adopted a resolution for the 
establishment of an international maritime union with a 
permanent bureau of navigation. This bureau is to 
consider all questions of interest affecting navigation. 
A long discussion took place on the subject of the 
words of command to the helmsman, Commodore 


Gjoedsen and other delegates proposing to introduce 
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ut the world the words “right” and 
and “hard left,” instead of 

“starboard” and “port.” This was opposed by Admiral 

Schmidt, the German representative, and others.

MEMORIAL TO THE DEAD OF SAMOA. 


On Thursday, July 24, a beautiful bronze tablet, in 
memory of officers and enlisted men who fell at Samoa in 
1899, was unveiled with appropriate ceremonies in St.

It is generally understood that Lieutenant General 
Miles will a amy as an interested spectator of tne 
maneuvers. any other prominent officers of the Army, 
who realize the great importance of these manew 
have also made arrangements to be present with the 
forces. The Secretary of the Navy, accompanied by 
Senator Hale, of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, 
and Representatives Foss, Meyer, on, of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, will witness the ma- 
neuvers from the deck- of the Dolphin. Other members 
of the two committees will be present on the Newport. 
Although not -definitely known it is believed that Ad- 
miral Higginson’s fleet will rendezvous at some place near 
Nantucket. Many interesting problems from a naval 
view point will be worked out during the maneuvers, but 
of necessity the naval authorities are main‘ secre- 
cy relative to what these are. On the whole it is be- 
lieved that the maneuvers will be of the greatest benefit to 
both of the services.

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PHILIPPINE CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


Angeles, Pampanga, P.I., May 31, 1902. 
To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JougRNa.: 

The following will at least give some Army officers 
the satisfaction of kuowing that the authorities are 
acquainted with and tolerate a most unjust decision 
of the Customs Department in Manila. 

Officers who have served in these islands since 1899 
and who have never, to the present time, been able to 
purchase in Manila anything but the poorer class of 
articles, are charged duty on articles of clothing that 
they purchase in the United States and have shipped et 
them on Government transports. 

Why should this exception be made in these islands, 
while in Ouba, officers were allowed to import any- 
Ging they cared to? 

I know of cases where officers did not receive their 
goods until a month after they arrived in Manila, just 
ecause the collector of customs wanted to go through 
the box to see what amount he could draw from the 
officer, who helped pacify these islands by two years’ 
hard service and by so doing has benefited many citi- 
zens who can only serve their country after the war is 
over. 

It seems only just that an Army officer be allowed to 
purchase his shoes, collars, shirts and articles for his 
wife’s personal use in his home country and have them 
come to him in these faraway islands (where he is not 
residing from choice), without having to pay an ~~ 
tax on them from his ordinary salary in order to help 
ay the fancy salaries of some of our civilian office- 
~ An who didn’t care to come out here and, fight.

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COMMENTS ON THE NEW UNIFORM. 
New York, July 30, 1902. 
To THe Eprror or Tue ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Permit me through your columns to cal] attention 
to a few omissions or inaccuracies contained in the 
General Order preseribing the new uniform for the 
Army. 

By Section 13 all sabers are to be worn hooked up 
on all occasions. Does this mean that they are to be 
so worn on horseback? 

Section 22 makes the color of the dress trousers “sky 
blue.” Section 538 makes the facing color for the In- 
fantry “light blue.” Does this mean that the stripe 
on trousers of officers, non-coms. and musicians shall 
be invisible? 

Now that cuffs, collars, ete., have been reduced to 
mere “pipings,” could not the beautiful old white be 
retained and a “welt” of same coler added to the 
trousers? ‘This would greatly improve the uniform and 
is easily kept clean when so sparingly used. Light blue 
might be retained for the lining of officers’ capes (S. 88). 

I trust the correction of this matter will not lead to 
the adoption of the excessively ugly dark blue stripes 
formerly worn, for in that case “the remedy would be 
worse than the disease.”

In the new uniform regulations it will be noticed that 
officers are to wear the dress uniform (present fatigue 
dress, nearly) at “reviews, inspections, parades” etc.

At an or- 
dinary army post away from the national capital, ac- 
cording to this regulation, officers will rarely have oc- 
casion to wear full dress, probably not otce a year and 
even at escort to the colors will wear what really is 
“undress” uniform although designated “dress” uni- 
form jn the new order. Would it not be better to amend 


this regulation so as to require full dress at regimental 
parade, escort to the colors and in all street parades in 
adjacent cities?

It is not an error. in publication. A note under the 
heading of dress uniform says: ‘‘(b) Note-—When Unit- 
ed States troops appear in the full dress or dress uni- 
form of enlisted men as decribed in these regulations, 
all officers of the U.S. Army, of whatsoever rank, on 
duty therewith or attached thereto in any capacity, 
shall wear the prescribed dress uniform for officers.” 





PRESIDIO OF SAN FRANCISCO.

No drunks 
should be allowed to roam at will wearing any part of a 
National Guard uniform, and bring scandal on the ser- 
vice. The men should have been kept under guard until 
the armory was reached, and they donned civilian attire. 
Then if they were still abusive, they should have been 
turned over to the police. The men belonged to Co. F, 
which was in command of Lieutenant Mackin.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The British Admiralty have paid about £44,000 for 
shooting prizes during the past queen years, of which 
only about £13,000 was earned in prizes for gunnery, 
and the balance went in prizes for rifle shooting. Re- 
cently there has been a marked decline in the amount 
earned for rifle shooting, due to the more difficult con- 
ditions under which the shooting is carried out, and an 
increase in gunnery prizes, due to the introduction of 
awards for quarterly practice, over and above the prizes 
for annual competition. The rifle shooting of British 
seamen and stokers is very rie aifterent and has actually 
declined since the introduction of the Lee-Metford, owing 
in the main, to lack of ranges on several stations. 


A British army order has been issued, providing that 
a soldier, not above the rank of sergeant, may be em- 
ployed as & chiropodist in each infantry battalion, pro- 
vided he has undergone a course of instruction for one 
month, and obtained a certificate of eT in chi- 
ropody. Battalion chiropodists will not be struck off any 
duty, but will receive extra pay at the rate of sixpence 
a day for six days a week. 


Jarl Roberts has a remarkable memory for faces. He 
roy encountered an old policeman, bearing on his 
breast the decorations awarded for the march from Kabul 
to Kandahar. His lordship immediately stopped his car- 
riage, and, thrusting out both hands, gras the arm of 
the old soldier, and anxiously inquired after his health. 
it had been years since Lord Roberts had seen the man, 
but he remembered his name and face. 


The Peterbourgskia Viedomosti says that the advan- 
tages of submarine vessels have been much exaggerated 
by the press, but considers that they have a limited use- 
fulness, and cannot any longer be considered quite blind 
or likely to be deprived of air. The Russian organ thinks 
that the French Government has entered upon the build- 
ing of submarine boats under the pressure of public 
opinion, while Russia remains for a time outside the gen- 
eral drift of opinion in favor of submarine vessels. It 
suggests that it might be well for the Russian Admiralty 
to build submarine craft for coast defense, and regrets 
that up to the present time the general opinion as to 4 
value of such vessels has found but a feeble echo in 
Russia. 

The Russki Invalid gives particulars of the Russian 
army maneuvers which are to be held in the district of 
Kursk beginning Sept. 4, involving attack and defense of 
Moscow. By order of the Ozar fullest liberty of ~ 
tion is left to the commanding officers, and no daily 
scheme of operations is laid down. Hence it is im ible 
to say exactly when the operations will close, but they are 
expected to last from seven to ten days. The uncertainty 
will impose a great strain upon the commissariat, which 
will have to feed 90,000 men, and the conditions will ap- 
proach to those of actual war. The Moscow army will 
be under command of the Grand Duke Serge, and will 
comprise 74% battalions, 36 1-2 squadrons, and 192 guns, 
with an effective of 40,000. The co commanders will 
be Generals Rebinder, Bilderling and Oreus, and in ad- 
dition to the corps cavalry there will be an independent 
cavalry division—the first, except for its Cossack regi- 
ment. The Southern army will be commanded by Gen-

An account of “Old Fort Niagara,” by 
Orrin E. Dunlap, appears in the Four 
Track News for July.

Salle established it as a trading-post, and 
in 1687, Marquis de Nonville developed it 
as a fort for the prosecution of war on the 
lroquois. It was at Fort Niagara that the 
English General Prideaux was killed in 
i7>9, and after the battle the French sur- 
rendered the fort to Sir William Johnson.
